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THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


The passage from June Day to June Day is in time 365 days. In the scheme of Mod- 
ern History a short period and in the life of a Captain Commanding a fleeting moment, 
which resists all efforts to slow time down. It is a river flowing at flood, which cannot be 
stopped but can be changed in ever a slight manner to channel the awesome power for 
better good. 


The year 2006-2007 is a year where several minute but effective changes occurred in the 
Company. | had the blessing of an enthusiastic Officer Corp and a membership not afraid 
to open their wallets to support several lasting initiatives. My immediate predecessor, 
Captain Paul J. Morrill, solidified our relationship with Thomas M. Menino, Mayor of 
The City of Boston and I made plans to focus the company not only with furthering our 
relationship with the City of Boston but also the numerous internal and external stake- 
holders we rely upon on a regular basis namely the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the 
Centennial Legion of Historic Military Commands and our own Committees and Groups 
within the AHAC. 


To accomplish this task it became important to focus the various AHAC groups first by 
bringing them together in an open forum, which was done every Monday night (non 
meeting night) in the month of August 2006.

Each Committee, Elected Officer, Appointed Officer made a presentation to the Standing 
Committee of their stated and assumed responsibilities. Primary intent was educational 
to bring all members of the Standing Committee up to date with goings on of all commit- 
tees but also to explore possibilities to reassign, delete or add responsibilities. Not only 
did this effort enjoy 100% attendance by members of the Standing Committee on non- 
meeting nights in the middle of summer, the presenters (4-5 per night) came prepared and 
focused. Several rule changes and realignments resulted in more streamlined operations 
benefiting all members. 


Executive Secretary (Ex Sec) and Executive Secretary’s Office 


Through the years the Company has enjoyed many members who have served faithfully 
as Executive Secretary. This paid position, in the not too distant past, primary focus was 
to assemble and publish the various meeting notices of the Company. Over the years it 
continued to be a sheer drudgery as each envelope was manually stuffed, labeled and 
postage applied. Efforts were made by several Captain's to bring this function into the 
21st Century but it was not until the use of computer technology that this function could 
be outsourced to a third party at a much reduced cost and a more effective means to com- 
municate to the membership. This freed up the Ex Sec to assume more tasks in the affairs 
of the company. 


Two years prior to my Year of Command and serving as Ist LT, the position of Executive 
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Secretary was allowed to be job shared. Two members retired in life did a wonderful job 
working two days a week with Friday’s off. The 2005-2006 Standing Committee deemed 
this arrangement inadequate, appointed a sub committee and an internal job search was 
conducted. The job was first offered to the tvo members serving part time to work full 
time which both respectfully declined. The Sub Committee then recommended the hir- 
ing of BGEN Emery A. Maddocks (MA) to this full time position. His appointment was 
made as the first order of business in June 2006. He is the “right man at the right time”. 
Maddocks is of the generation well versed in the use of computer technology, Internet 
and with military bearing equipped to interface with the Commonwealth and military. | 
authorized the “Observations from the Executive Secretary” authored every Friday by 
Maddocks which is an internet based means of communication to members between 


Meeting notices on a cadre of topics ranging from historical tidbits to general goings on 
of member activities. 


During the early summer of 2006 our Armory, as we have always encouraged, was uti- 
lized to for the “Change of Command Ceremony” for the US Coast Guard Ist District. In 
attendance were many military officials including Homeland Security Cabinet Secretary 
Chertoff who during the event requested to use our phone and fax. It was embarrassing 
to say the least for us for a US Presidential Cabinet Level Secretary to be in the Ex Sec 
Office, which at that time is best described as a “depository of wayward furniture”. In 
ee With several members I embarked on a fundraising plan with the intention 
pene as teehee our public spaces. I was pleased with the overwhelming support 
hi an oe 000 in donations which allowed the complete dismantling of the room, new 
pa and varnished floors, new lighting, new modern office furniture, new 
the fi n equipment and the construction of a storage space paneled doors to hide 
'¢ lire proof vaults. Coupled with artifacts from our Museum it is reflective of an orga- 
nization steeped in military history spanning 368 years. A bronze plaque enumerating the 


donors was placed on the wall. Captain Edward J Keelan, PC was instrumental in getting 
this effort off the ground. 


Congressional Medal of Honor Convention 


Not only did the Ancients play a significant role in the events of the week this convention 
was in Boston we also raised over $50,000 from our membership to help defray the costs 
incurred to bring these living American Heroes to our city. Due to untiring efforts of CPT 
Joseph C. Benoit, PC, who I asked to head this committee, the Ancients made a mark in a 
very positive way in the City. 


Old North Church Foundation 


Much is written of the Old North Church in 1775 and the role she played in the Ameri- 
can Revolution. It is sometimes forgotten that keeping and maintaining the Old North in 
2006, not just in a physical sense of bricks and mortar but her written artifacts, is a time 
consuming and expensive. A fundraising effort was undertaken and over $7,000 was 
donated by members to the Old North Foundation to assist in the cataloguing and disposi- 
tion of deteriorating written records. Once again The Ancients made a mah,

In Late February 2007, I led a contingent of 42 to Charleston, SC to participate in the 
200th Anniversary of the WLI. It was a plank of my command year to reach out to ex- 
ternal stakeholders and the Centennial Legion is a very important one. Each year mem- 
bers of the Centennial Legion come to June Day and provide a colorful backdrop to our 
Change and Command Ceremony. It was high time we reciprocated for the years these 
units have taken a day off from work and come to Boston to help “us”. The WLI holds 
the Ancients a place of high honor and marvel at the way we conduct our affairs. At the 
June Day Banquet in June 2007, | presented an engraved Jefferson Cup to each Centen- 
nial Legion unit present as a way of saying thanks. 


Painting of Captain’s Quarters and Armory Ceiling 


During the late winter and early spring of 2007, the ceiling of the Armory was stripped 
and repainted. In several places the paint had begun to chip due to paint incompatibility 
and it was decided to strip the entire ceiling to plaster and repaint. In addition, the entire 
Captain’s Quarters were repainted in the paint scheme that has been in place for years 
(100’s). The expense was borne by the City of Boston and we are thankful for their gen- 
erosity. The actual painting took almost 8 weeks from beginning to end however several 
weeks was taken up by the Boston Historical Commission deciding on the appropri- 

ate shades of color, We were able to hold our meetings around the erected scaffolding 
quite nicely. In the end the wait was worth the time. The old place never looked better! 
Coupled with our floor maintenance program and cleaning schedule the floors shine and 
the pictures glisten all evidence of proper stewardship.

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PARADE AND READING OF 
DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 
4 July 2006 
Old State House 
Boston, Massachusetts 


One of the many privileges bestowed upon the Captain Commanding of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company is the tradition of the Reading of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence from the balcony of the Old State House. A member of the Ancients (Col Thomas 
Crafts) originally did this for the first time on 19 July 1776 (see below). The Captain reads 
the entire declaration in the original form or “the King’s English” which is somewhat of a 
task as many weeks of preparation and rehearsal are done to assure neither a word nor phase 
is altered. Significant pressure abounds for there are usually 6 to 10,000 people present. 


Contained in the 1897 publication printed by Alfred Mudge & Son, Printers : “History of 
The Military Company of the Massachusetts now called The Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of Massachusetts 1637-1888 by Oliver Ayer Roberts Historian of the Com- 
pany Volume II 1738-1821” pg. 127 is the following first hand account of the first reading 
of our Declaration of Independence in Boston. 


“July 18, 1776, The Declaration of Independence was publicly read for the first time in 
Boston. The council, representatives, magistrates, selectman, clergy, militia and a great 
throng of people were present. The regiments and artillery were drawn up in King Street, 
at one o’clock PM, when from the balcony on the east end of the Old State House, the 
Declaration was proclaimed by COL Thomas Crafts (Entered AHAC 1765). It was received 
with great joy by the people, who cheered; the guns of the harbor and of the fortifications 
answered, and the artillery fired their cannon thirteen times, the regiments fired volleys in 
thirteen divisions, thus indicating the number of American States united. The evening was 
spent in festivity.” 


* King Street was later renamed State Street for obvious reasons 


Before the reading of the Declaration of Independence the Company forms up on City Hall 
Square with many military units including the crew of the USS Constitution for a welcom- 
ing from Mayor Thomas M. Menino. In attendance this year were the ships’ companies of 

the USS Kearsage and USS Laboon in their best “whites”, 


The Company led the Line of March behind a Mounted Boston Police Guard to the Old 
Granary Burial Ground where a wreath was presented by the Ancients Command Staff 
and the Mayor at the graves of Samuel Adams, John Hancock and Robert Treat Paine (all 
signatories to the Declaration of Independence) and at the grave of Peter Fancuil. Taps by 
our own Bugler and Rifle Volleys provided by the Lexington Minutemen were sounded at 
each presentation.

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REPORT ON SITE INSPECTION 
FOR CAPTAIN DANIEL G. MAY 
13 June through 18 June 2006 
Buenos Aires, Argentina 


Check-in was at Delta Airlines 1410 hrs on 13 June 2006 at Logan International Airport, 
Boston Massachusetts. Accompanying CPT May were Ist LT Jerome V. Sweeney II, 2nd 
LT John F. Moynihan, Adjutant COL Thomas Richter and LT Brian A. Pollock-Travel 
Agent. 


The flight from Boston to Atlanta Georgia was approximately 2 4 hours followed by 
flight to Argentina of 10 4. We arrived in Buenos Aires at 0735 Wednesday local time. 
There was only a one-hour time zone change (ahead) from Boston so adjustment to local 
time was easy. Once clearing customs we were met by local tour guides Flavio Perrone 
and Gaston Fatur. 


After Check in at the Marriott Plaza Hotel, our home for the remainder of the tour we had 
a quick lunch at the Café’ Tortone. The “Tertone’ is an old Buenos Aires favorite, with 

an Italian name and appearance of a French bistro. The Marriott Plaza is a classic hotel 
designed by the same architect that worked on St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New York. 


Early in the afternoon we toured the Metropolitan Cathedral to discuss details of a private 
mass for our group. Attached to the Cathedral but not considered within the church is 

the Tomb of General Jose San Martin where two Grenadiers are posted during the hours 
the church is open to the public. The General is the national hero who liberated Argen- 
tina from the Spanish. Ms. Vanessa Bedereira and assistants handled the translations to 
solidify the church details. 


Later in the afternoon we visited Bettina’s Leather Factory where the Captain’ Trip Gift 
of a leather Jacket is being made. We were very impressed with their capabilities and feel 
many members will take the opportunity to get additional leather good made during the 
Fall Tour in October. Over 100 jackets will be made and embroidered with the AHAC 
Coat of Arms. Each Jacket will be custom measured and fit to the member. 


At 1600 hrs we met with Veronica Rimolo, Event Manger at the Marriott and did an ex- 
tensive site inspections of the hotel facilities. Later we had a sample tasting of four kinds 
of Filet Mignon and various steaks. We decided to serve steak for it is the national food of 
Argentina and absolutely fabulous! 


On Thursday after a buffet breakfast we visited the US Embassy. Mr. Philip Egger gra- 
ciously gave us over an hour of his time. Mr. Egger is the Consular Politico and repre- 
sented Hugo Lorens the Deputy Chief of Mission. We also made contact with the Marine 
Security Detachment on behalf of our Sergeants. A very popular item on every FFDTD is 
obtaining the local polo shirt of the US Marine Security Detachment as a collector’s item 
and it helps the Marines have a sufficient supply on hand. 
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After the Embassy visit we took a City Tour viewing the famous Casa Rosada (Pink 
House) parliament building, the Basilica del Pillar with its engraved silver altar from 
Peru and the Recoletta Cemetery burial ground for celebrities, Evita Perrone and Admiral 
William Brown, the founder of the Argentine Navy. Captain May then led a tour of the 
Presidente Sariento, a permanently docked sailing naval frigate that is under consider- 
ation for a cocktail party. 


Back to the hotel to get ready for a long evening. Dinner was a delicious affair at the 
Piegari Restaurant. Following diner we went to the EL Viego Almacen for a Tango Show, 
which also included several local acts and a Peruvian Band. 


Excellent entertainment. 


Friday after a Buffet Breakfast at the hotel we departed via van to the pier to board our 
first class ferry boat ride across the River Platte to Colonia Uruguay. The transit time is 
approximately 50 minutes. Captain May and Colonel Richter remained behind for fol- 
low on meetings with the City of Buenos Aires Ceremonial Officials at City Hall. US 
Embassy Personnel accompanied captain May and COL Richter at these meetings. In 
Colonia we met with Colonel Jose Varella, the private secretary to the Mayor of Colonia 
and selected a site for the a wreath laying ceremony. We had a lunch at a beautiful garden 


restaurant Passada de La Plaza and finished with local shopping. We arrived back in 
Buenos Aires at 1630hrs. 


After freshening up we departed in Company Blazer at the legendary ““LaCabana” 
Restaurant known the world over for one thing. Steak. Argentine Steak whose export by 
law is limited by the people of Argentina. They want the best for themselves and we saw 
(tasted) why! The Captain has selected this location for his Staff Dinner on the FFDTD. 


Saturday 17 June was a day at leisure as we prepared for departure later in the day. Final 
fittings and adjustments were made at Bettina’s Leather Factory and other collectables 
were safely packed away. We concluded our meals with a late afternoon lunch at Las 
Nazarenas Restaurant. We gathered our luggage at the hotel and departed on our flight 
home at 2145 hrs. After connecting in Atlanta we arrived in Boston 18 June at 1225 hrs. 


The Captain has an exciting historic trip planned to the land of the Tango, home of Evita 
and a indisputable claimant to the title of the “World’s Greatest Steak”.

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THE THREE HUNDRED AND SIXTY-NINTH

Duc to the state of affairs of the global political situation the United States of America 
finds herself in 2006, the 369th FFDTD to Argentina confronted the Company with a 
unique but obvious decision. 


During CPT May’s personal Site Inspection in October 2005 and the Pre-Trip in June 
2006 it became apparent the Argentine Military was attempting to position the AHAC 
visit as a political statement of our country’s purported support of Argentina’s claim to 
the Falkland Islands. Called the Malvinas by the Argentines, these small grouping of 
rock islands in the South Atlantic were still in the news more than 20 Years after Great 
Britain fought a war against Argentina to regain possession of these islands after Argen- 
tina invaded them in 1982. Notwithstanding the islands were settled by the British in the 
1700s and under British administration since then and no claim had been exerted before, 
the Argentines in 1982 used the invasion to divert attention from the poor state of their 
economy which was run by a military junta. Great Britain mired in its own economic 
slowdown under Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher responded and retook the island by 
force at the cost of several thousand lives-mostly Argentine. 


During the planning stages of the 369th FFDTD we had presented, to the US Embassy 
and Argentine Military Ceremonial Planners at a meeting at the Argentine Military Head- 
quarters, a plan to place a wreath at the Statue of General San Martin in the main square 
of the City of Buenos Aires just as the AHAC had done in 1965 during our last visit to 
Buenos Aires. That was said to be permissible but they had another just “as important 
monument”, The Malvinas Memorial, which just happened to be on the parade route to 
the Statue of General San Martin from the Sheraton Hotel where we planned our Head- 
quarters. Having been briefed that this was what they were going to try we responded 
that if we stopped at the Malvinas Memorial then we would want to fly to the Falklands 
and do the same for the British Memorial. The immediate response from the Argentine 
General was “do what you want but not from Argentine Soil”. 


Later on that week, before we left for Boston, we were asked to stop by the British 
Embassy where it was reinforced to us how Great Britain was the USA’s strongest ally 

in the world and we should “recognize the sensitivities over floral tributes”. Message not 
needed to have been given for we had already decided to move the AHAC Headquarters 
to the Plaza Hotel directly opposite the Statue of General San Martin which eliminated 
the need to pass the Malvinas Memorial on the way to the Statue of General San Martin. 
From that point on there was no support from the Argentine Military and our visit was 
turned over to the Cultural Affairs Office of the City of Buenos Aires and into the capable 
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hands of a retired Argentine Ambassador, Roberto LaPerche, Sub Secretary of Interna- 
tional Relations. The Argentine Navy did turn out a 25 Person Honor Guard during the 
floral tribute to Admiral William Brown but other than that the Argentine Military Forces 
were absent. 


Ambassador LaPerche is a professional diplomat and having our visit turned over to the 
Cultural Affairs Office of the City of Buenos Aires turned out to be a very important and 
beneficial move for the AHAC. The history of the Military in Argentina is not good with 
the population of the country and being handled by the Sub Secretary of International 
Relations was the best situation we could have asked for. As you will read the efforts of 
Ambassador LaPerche on our behalf is mentioned many times in the following narra- 
tive and he was invited to Boston and attended June Day 2007 to respond to the toast for 
Argentina. 


Departure Day 
Thursday, 28 September 2006 


The Company, under the command of CPT Daniel G. May, assembled at Logan Interna- 
tional Airport in AHAC Blazer and Tie in the forenoon for scheduled departures on two 
domestic flights. Over 80 men were on two flights to either Atlanta or Miami to con- 
necting to international direct flights to Buenos Aires. Both flights arrived in Argentina 
at 0700 within 45 minutes of each other after a restful overnight flight. We all met up in 
Customs and then on to baggage claim for the usual waiting. Since we flew at night and 
there was only a | hour time zone change (one hour ahead) all arrived in good spirits. 
There were no memorable events reported. 


Day One 
Friday, 29 September 2006 


Once clearing the airport we traveled into the City of Buenos Aires by Motor Coach and 
arrived shortly after 1000. Hotel check in was smooth and the men also obtained their 
FFDTD Trip Gift from CPT May of a brown leather Bomber Jacket with embroidered 
AHAC Insignia, 369th FFDTD logo and the individual member’s name inside. Measure- 
ments had been taken in Boston and all jackets fit well but that did not alleviate some 
final adjustments on some of the ‘larger sizes”. Many members recognized the value of 
the quality and the 3:lexchange rate and took advantage to have several more jackets 
made as well as other items of clothing from Bettina Rizzi, the Argentine leather clothing 
manufacturer contracted by CPT May. 


The afternoon was at leisure and everyone took advantage of the early spring day in 
Buenos Aires (seasons are opposite of Boston) and became familiar with the immediate 
surroundings. The Plaza Hotel is located at one end of the main upscale shopping area, 
Avenue Florida, and shops of all types were present. The Sergeants Hospitality Suite was 
opened at 1200 under the watchful eyes of Ist SGT Ryan Noterman and 3rd Sergeant 
Gregg Catsoulis. The Captain and Command Staff spent their day in planning sessions 
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with US Embassy personnel, City of Buenos Aires Officials and Church Leaders doing a 
dry run of Sunday’s planned events. 


At 1900 the Sergeants 2006-2007, only Ist SGT Noterman and 3rd SGT Catsoulis were 
present in Argentina, put on a wonderful cocktail reception and dinner. The evening was 
most enjoyable and later a Tango Show was performed by local artists. On a comical 
note, the Tango Dancers attempted to get CPT May on the dance floor for Tango lessons 
however they went to the wrong table and got PC Paul Mahoney in error, who made the 
best of the time in spite of the foot gear he was wearing which would have been more 
useful climbing a mountain. All had arrived in good shape and looked forward to the 


week ahead. 


Day Two 
Saturday, 30 September 2006 


Saturday Morning was sunny and crisp and made a fine day to sight see. After a group 
breakfast in a beautifully ornate mahogany room of the Plaza Hotel, the Company depart- 
ed on three Motor Coaches to see the many sights of Buenos Aires. Due to the over 80 
members each separate coach went to all the same sights but in different order. This al- 
lowed more time to be spent at each location. The Trip Bomber Jackets was preferred the 
dress of the day. Highlights included The Recoletta Cemetery, burial ground of prominent 
citizens including Eva Peron, Plaza de Mayo, Casa Posada (Presidential Palace), the San 
Telmo neighborhood and finally the port district of Puerto Madero. This day confirmed 
why Buenos Aires is called the “Paris of the South”. Dinner was on your own with many 
Ancients having made advance reservations to get into the best restaurants like Piegari 
and Las Lilas Cabana. With a 3:1 exchange rate an excellent meal in Argentina could be 
had for a relatively nominal sum when compared to New York or Boston. The Sergeants 
Suite had opened in the forenoon and was manned till 2400. 


Day Three 
Sunday, 1 October 2006 


Sunday Morning was a repeat of Saturday with a sunny sky and cool crisp air. The trees 
had just started to bud and the season of spring was evident. Breakfast was at 0800 with 


parade formation at 0900. 


At 0930 the Company stepped off proudly in full AHAC Parade Uniforms carrying our 
full compliment of colors. The parade route was within the Main Square park whose 
light posts were adorned with the USA and Argentine flags. We were met at the Statue of 
General San Martin by a ceremonial unit of the Presidential Grenadiers and a substantial 
wreath was presented by Captain May whose specch is contained elsewhere in this book. 
The Company detail was joined by Mr. Michael Matera, Deputy Chief of Mission of the 
US Embassy. The Embassy was awaiting the new US Ambassador Tony Wayne within 
the month and DCM Matera was of great assistance filing in for the day and evening 
events. Photographs were taken similar to the visit the Company made in 1965. 
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At 1000 the Company boarded Coaches for movement to the Statue of Admiral William 
Brown which is located along the waterfront. A substantial wreath was presented by CPT 
May and his speech is also contained elsewhere in this book. Attending this ceremony 
were 25 Members of the Argentine Navy in Dress Whites. DCM Matera and his wife and 
children posed with us for photographs. Coaches were boarded again for transportation 
to the Metropolitan Cathedral for church services. We were met at the Cathedral by Am- 
bassador LaPerche and his staff and Fr. Juno, the pastor of the church. CPT May made 

a presentation of our customary donation from the Company which from all outward 
appearances was well received. Many members took the time to visit the Mausoleum of 
General San Martin which is contained within the church. 


At 1050 the Company paraded into this magnificent Cathedral and took up positions at 
both sides of the altar and the front 10 pews on both sides of the main isle. Mass was 
concelebrated with the local priest by our own Chaplain COL Ed McCabe. Mass was 
said completely in Spanish. 


After church Services the Company paraded directly across the Plaza de Mayo to the Ca- 
bildo, the city’s historic Armory dating from the 1700s. Here we witnessed the Changing 
of the City Guard, the “Patricios” in their period uniforms. Any cobwebs from the mass 

having been said in Spanish were quickly erased when the Patricios unexpectedly fired a 
two tiered twelve man musket volley in close proximity to our ranks within an enclosed 

courtyard! CPT May was later heard commenting “If I knew they were going to do that I 
would have put the red boards in the front row”. Ambassador LaPerche spoke some wel- 
coming remarks and presented the Company with a beautiful white embroidered City of 
Buenos Aires flag. CPT May reciprocated with a City of Boston Flag and a Proclamation 
from the City of Boston’s Mayor Thomas Menino. After a guided tour of the Cabildo we 
retired for lunch back at Headquarters to reform for the 369th FFDTD Banquet at 2000. 


The 369th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty Banquet commenced at 2000 in the upper section 
of the main ballroom of the Plaza Hotel as it had been done 41 years earlier on 9 October 
1965 during the 328th FFDTD. Over 80 Ancients and invited guests enjoyed a cocktail 
reception and passed Hors d’ oeuvres consisting of many delicacies from Black Caviar 
Blintzes with Sour Cream to Focaccia Bread with Quail Eggs and Crispy Bacon. Dinner 
followed promptly at 2100 with what is described as “The Traditional Ancient’s Din- 
ner” of Filet Mignon and Potatoes. In this case the Filet was encrusted with Old Mustard 
Sauce and the potatoes were Au Gratin. This main course was preceded by Pumpkin 
Cream Soup and Caesar Salad with Parmesan. Desert was a “lite” Basket of Strawberries 
and Cream. The program of the evening proceeded very smoothly and the transcripts of 
the Toasts follow in this book. CPT May made a particular effort to bring gifts for the 
speakers reflective of our Boston heritage with a 9” Revere Bowl as well as a Chelsea 
Shipstrike Clock in a mahogany base. 
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Day Four 
Monday, 2 October 2006 


The Company awoke in a leisurely fashion for this was a morning departure travel day 
to the northern part of Argentina for two days of R&R at a natural wonder of the world, 
Igauzu Falls. All members were required to check out of their rooms and leave the bulk 
of their luggage behind as traveling was to be light into the temperate zone. Complica- 

tions arose as the aircraft in Igauzu Falls was fogged in and rain delayed our departure 

from Buenos Aires by 5 hours. Adjustments were made by CPT May who saw to it that 
all were comfortable in his suite during the delay and the Sergeants provided food and 

beverages to everyone’s content. 


Adjustments were made to the day’s itinerary and the Company arrived in Igauzu Falls 
by late afternoon to bright sunshine but with much evidence of the torrential rains earlier 
in the day. According to the locals this was good for it would make the “Falls” that much 
more impressive duc to a recent dry spell in the region. Headquarters was the Igauzu 
Grand Hotel and Casino, the ultimate destination spot in this area with the Company tak- 
ing essentially all the space in this hotel. At 1930, the Sergeants commenced a welcome 
to Igauzu party complete with a cocktail reception poolside with a traditional Argentine 
barbecue in separate building reminiscent of being on a safari. The food and ambiance 
were excellent! Dinner was followed by the most of the Company supporting the “Gods 
of Chance” in the Casino, which by Ancient’s tradition, determining who won or lost and 


how much (or believing) was fruitless. 


Day Five 
Tuesday, 3 October 2006 


The day dawned bright and warm. The Company grazed on a wonderful “American 
Breakfast” and many had already changed into or carried bathing suits for the day’s 
planned events. Due to the travel delay on Monday the Company set off on the “Devils 
Throat Tour” early this day which required transportation by coaches to a train and then 
into the jungle. After leaving the train we were faced with a 1 4 mile walk from land 

on raised structures across the flowing watershed plains to a magnificent site where the 
water from three countries (Brazil, Argentina, Paraguay) fell into a large fissure known as 
“Devils Throat”. 


The noise was incredible and the pressure from the water dropping into fissure would 
build up until there was an eruption from time to time and resultant spray cooled every- 
one off in the equatorial sun. The excitement and anticipation of getting to Devils Throat 
wore off on the long return to land as the Company trekked under a strong sun and much 
grousing for the Captain to issue a Purple Heart for blisters! 


The Company re boarded the train with all accounted for. It was now time to get really 
wet. The more physically able members (65) split with the main body and walked down 
a series of rock steps to the shore line and boarded twin outboard powered inflatable 
boats. Complete with a guide and camera man each boat held 20 men and proceeded to 
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take everyone directly under the falls. Not near the falls but directly under the falls! The 
only part of you that was dry was what you put into your waterproof pouch upon board- 
ing. Hopelessly wet, the boat by request of Ancients, returned to a position under (in) 
the falls two more times to the delight of all who were in a bathing suit! Others were not 
so pleased. The boat then transited the river to a position 2 miles downstream where we 
disembarked to a rather long flight of stairs (up). There was much concern by CPT May 
in the planning stages of the ability of some to make this long climb. Company Surgeon 
Dr. Jim Gibbons accompanied the “Anchor Men” along the route. All made it to waiting 
Mercedes military trucks which took a 5 mile drive on jungle dirt roads back to the park 
entrance where the Company reformed and returned to the hotel by motor coaches arriv- 
ing in the early afternoon. Rest of the day was at leisure.

Day Six

out of two days prior! The Sergeant’s Suite opened and the afternoon was at leisure. 


At 1900 the Company was transported by coach to the Puerto Madero section of the City 
to dine at the Piegari Restaurant. Once again our number took the lion’s share of the facil- 
ity and the food was excellent and kept coming! 


At 2030 we arrived at the world famous “El Viejo Almacen” Tango Show. The perfor- 
mances ranged from a single dance pair to multiple pairs dancing in unison over a period 
of | 4 hours. Additional musical performances by local and native musicians were done 
during costume changes. It was a physically demanding and artistic performance much 
appreciated by the sold out house. 


Day Seven 
Thursday, 5 October 2006 


At 1000 the Company was transported to the Ferry Terminal to board a high speed cata- 
maran to cross the River Plate to Colonia Uruguay. CPT May and Staff were in Company 
Blazer Uniform while the majority of members were in the 369th FFDTD Bomber Jack- 
ets. After a lovely lunch in a local restaurant the early afternoon was spent on a guided 
walking tour of Colonia. It is a historic town with a section maintained in the 1700s feel. 
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At 1400 the company formed up on the Town Square for an exchange of gifts with the 
Mayor of Colonia, Dr. Walter Zimmer.

Many mem- 
bers spent the day finishing up with the leather goods shops getting additional FFDTD 
jackets that were ordered earlier in the week in different colors or jackets of different 
material. At 1600 the Company descended en mass upon the Las Nazarenes Steak House 
for one last round up of Argentine beef. They were not disappointed for only a handful of 
Ancients were able to finish the steak for it was the largest individual portion many had 


seen anywhere! 
At 2100 the Company boarded two flights to the United States in reverse order of our 
coming just a short 8 days ago while 20 of our members continued on to Santiago Chile 


for some optional sight seeing. All arrived safely back in Boston around noon on Satur- 
day 7 October 2006 to a sunny but rather cool autumn day in New England.

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts is honored to pay tribute 
to the memory of General Jose De San Martin. As Comrades in Arms we share with Ar- 
gentina and indeed all of South America a great admiration for this outstanding hero. 


Born in the province of Corrientes, he was taken to Spain as a child and started a military 
career. He talents were recognized early and he rose quickly and became a LT Colonel 
at the age of 22. In 1812, he returned to Buenos Aires and created a special regiment, 


trained on this very hill where you stand today and started the fight for freedom against 
Spanish Rule. 


In 1814 he was appointed Governor of Mendoza and set about organizing a highly disci- 
Plined Army with which he crossed the Andes in 1817 and liberated Chile. He reinforced 
his Army and marched on to Peru in 1820. On 28 July 1821, General San Martin declared 
the independence of Peru. Jointly with Simon Bolivar, they completely destroyed the 
power of Spain in South America. To this day military strategists marvel at General San 
Martin’s feat of leading an Army across the Andes in the winter season. 


General San Martin earned the title “Liberator of Argentina” and in fact much of South 
America.

Deputy Chief of Mission Matera, Command Officer and Honor Guard of The Argentine 
Navy, invited guests and assembled members of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany, I welcome you here this glorious morning. 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts is honored to pay tribute 
to the memory of Admiral William Brown. Born 22 June 1777 in County Mayo, Ireland 
he immigrated to Philadelphia in 1786 and shortly thereafter was orphaned at the age of 
nine. 


He signed on as a cabin boy on a Boston based ship spending the next ten years at sea 
and ultimately reached the level of Captain. Press-ganged into the British Navy during 
the Napoleonic Wars he was captured and imprisoned in France. He escaped in a French 
Army Officers uniform only to be recaptured and imprisoned till the end of the war. Later 
he married and immigrated to South America and set up a coastal trading enterprise. 


He was very active in the affairs of Argentina and at the time of conflict for Indepen- 
dence, he was made Commander of the Argentine Navy and was successful in several 
naval engagements. His fleet also protected that independence later in the Argentine- 
Brazil War. 


Admiral Brown died in Buenos Aires on 3 May 1857 at the age of 80 and is buried in 
Recoletta Cemetery.

17 September 2006 


First and foremost the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts is a 
Militia Company. Many are not aware or many have a false perception of what makes a 
militia company but to summarize it means we elect our own officers and governance of 
company affairs is with the consent of the members. 


One of the proud traditions of the Ancients is the Annual Fall Shoot or Qualification of 
Fire. In Colonial times every male citizen between the ages of 16 to 60 was required to be 
part of the “common defense” of each town. These Town Militia Company’s would train 
in the use of firearms and tactics on a day set-aside only for this purpose called ““Mus- 

ter Days”. On these Muster Days each member practiced the art of the rifle or similar 
weapon. Each member had to become proficient and completed a test called Qualification 
of Fire. The Ancients carry on this tradition in the Fall of each year. 


In modern times the Ancients would travel to a National Guard base and under supervi- 
sion of professional soldiers to compete in the firing of a rifle and pistol. Many years this 
was held at Camp Curtis Guild in Wakefield and upon closure of this base to live fire we 
moved to Camp Edwards on Cape Cod. The M-16 and 9MM pistols were loaned for our 
use by various state agencies and returned at the end of each event. Competition scores 
were broken down in several age categories and many members practiced weeks in ad- 


vance in order to a have a proper showing. Awards were handed out but more importantly 
the results were published. 


Unfortunately the circumstances of the Terrorist Attack of 911 closed military bases to ci- 
vilians (unless they worked there) and civilians were not allowed to carry personal weap- 
ons or the use military weapons by civilians on a military base. This obviously caused 

a problem in that in order to have a traditional Fall Shoot we would have to move to a 
private facility such as a Rod and Gun Club which CPT May was reluctant to do. The An- 
cients connection to the Massachusetts Army National Guard is and was inseparable and 
CPT May decided to postpone this event until a more definitive solution could be worked 
out even if it meant canceling the event for his Command Year that he ultimately did. 


CPT May would like to thank his Ordnance Officer CPT Robert Brady who worked tire- 
lessly in this endeavor. He was ably assisted by CPT Robert Welch and BGEN Labollitta.

80" ANNUAL MEETING

4 November 2006 


On this early autumn day, Captain Commanding Daniel G. May, accompanied by his 
Aide, COL Gerard Hayes and the Executive Secretary, BGEN Emery Maddocks, traveled 
to our neighboring New England State of New Hampshire for the Annual Meeting of the 
Centennial Legion of Historic Military Commands (Centennial Legion).

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THANKSGIVING DAY PARADE 
Plymouth, Massachusetts 
Saturday, 18 November 2006 


Captain Daniel G. May, Captain Commanding led 51 Ancients at the Annual Thanksgiving 
Day Parade in Plymouth, Massachusetts on a wonderful late autumn day on 18 November 
2006. This was the first time in anyone’s memory that the Ancient’s participated in this 
parade in America’s Hometown. 


Assembly was on the waterfront at the Plymouth Yacht Club at 0915 where the troops 
positioned their vehicles for the post parade collation which was being hosted by the 
Captain Commanding at the club where he is a life member. Transportation to the parade 
assembly area, over two miles away, was provided by Lt Frank Magaletta in two of his 
airport motor coaches which took several trips to move over 50 Ancients to the Division | 
Robbins Road point. The parade contained over 100 units of either marching bands, floats 
or re-enactors and each of the 5 Divisions had a designated road to assemble on. Due to 
our 1638 lineage we were positioned 6th in the line of march behind the local Plymouth 
Police Squad Cars, the MA State Police Mounted Unit, a Gaelic Column of Bagpipes and 
Drums, a float of Scrooby Manor and an “America Gives Banner”. Due to the Captain’s 
personal request of the Parade Chairman, a personal friend, the 215th MAANG Band was 
positioned right behind the Ancients. It is a proven fact that we parade much better with 

a military band to keep cadence! The well thought out plan, executed to perfection by the 
Adjutant, was to let the Gaelic Column get far enough ahead so only the 215th could be 
heard. In layman’s terms we opened up a gap. 


The parade stepped off promptly at 1100 hrs and the first 1/2 mile was through the areas of 
the other 4 Divisions of parade participants. Once we were on the parade route the specta- 
tors lining the route grew exponentially as we approached the downtown of Plymouth till 
it was 4 to 5 deep everywhere one looked. Many young children who were not able to get 
to the front row were sitting on their parents’ shoulders. The sunny day in the low 50’s had 
brought out a record crowd. Shortly before the Ist mile mark two F-16 Fighter jets out 

of Otis AFB flew low overhead and although we could see them coming the roar of the 
engines as they went by was remarkable. The crowd was in good spirits on this day and 
we were applauded almost nonstop the entire 2 miles of the parade route. The surprise of 
the day was when we turned the corner onto Water Street when we were confronted with a 
mass of people not only on the side walks but on the side of Cole’s Hill. The wind was in 
our face off the harbor, our flags were flying and the sun was shinning! What more could 
one ask for. The applause of the assembled magnitude drowned out any hope of hearing 
the beat of the drum from the 215th as we passed the reviewing stand of local dignitaries. 


After passing under a large American Flag overhead the Company paraded to a pre- 
planned spot on the shoreline adjacent to the Mayflower II. The Captain Commanding 
gave some brief remarks on the history of the ship and the plight of the Pilgrims in 1620 
with the Company facing the ship after which the Company was reformed with the ship 
in the background for photographic purposes. The Company was dismissed and started 
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the way back along the shore in the direction of the Plymouth Yacht Club. Since we were 
positioned at the actual beginning of the parade, a few of the Ancients lingered along side 
the parade route with family and friends to watch a parade that took almost 2 1/2 hours to 
pass by. Most however arrived to the warmth of the Harbor View Room of the Plymouth 
Yacht Club around 1315 where they enjoyed Clam Chowder, Pumpkin Soup, Chicken 
Soup, Shepard’s Pie and traditional pies of pumpkin, apple and squash. All serving was 
done by the uniformed staff. In addition, an assortment of cookies and coffees were in the 
adjacent room with the attentive bar staff who were serving warmth of a different nature. 


The Yacht Club was founded in 1890 and is directly on the shoreline of Plymouth Bay 
with a uniquely spectacular view of the ocean and surrounding shoreline. In a building 
built before the American Civil War, the facility lent a certain historic ambiance to the 
occasion with Ancients in uniform seated at the linen decked tables enjoying a traditional 
autumn meal. Almost all lingered for several hours. Some unexpected entertainment was 
provided by the US Coast Guard who conducted a mock sea rescue complete with a 40 
foot Surf Rescue Boat and a helicopter almost directly in front of the club. The Surf Boat 
put a member of the crew into the ocean, the helicopter dropped a rescue swimmer and 
extracted them both by a winch. A bit of a noisy affair to say the least given the relative 
tranquility of the afternoon. — 


The day’s events drew to a close all too quickly however based upon the comments heard 
again and again, it is believed the Company will be back to this Plymouth Parade in the 
years to come!

Faneuil Hall

Sunday, 3 December 2006 


Captain Daniel G. May, Captain Commanding represented the Company at the 65th An- 
nual Observance of the Attack on Pearl Harbor held in the Great Hall of Faneuil Hall. 


Each year this observance is conducted by the Mayor of Boston with the guidance of 
Commissioner Eugene J. Vaillancourt of the City of Boston Veteran Affairs Department. 


The event started promptly at 2PM with the procession of the various Commanders of 
the various Veterans Groups. Captain May wore his parade uniform with white gloves. 
Presentation of Colors was done by 7 different ROTC and Veterans Units with the In- 
vocation given by the Chaplain of The American Legion, Rev Philip Salois. The Master 
of Ceremonies was Commissioner Vaillancourt who kept the program moving briskly. 
Almost all speakers made mention of President Roosevelt’s speech “December 7th, 1941, 
A Day that will live in infamy” as it has. 


The highlight of the afternoon was the Address given by Donald Tabbut, Commander, 
Pearl Harbor Survivors and Friends. With his groomed grey hair and disheveled coat, Mr. 
Tabbut described the morning of 7 December 1941. He was a shore based radio operator 
and had spent Saturday evening with several of his friends who were radio operators on 
ships that had just arrived in port. They had ‘tied one on that evening” and was suffering 
the after effects on Sunday Morning when the Japanese attack commenced. Every man 
thought it was another drill and cursed the Admirals and Generals for doing so early on 

a Sunday Morning. They quickly realized it was not a drill when they saw “the big red 
sun on the sides of the aircraft”. A Japanese bomb was dropped near his building in an 
attempt to disable the radio antenna which it did but also blew in all the glass windows. 
In order to prevent more injuries from flying glass, which occurred with the first bomb 
Mr. Tabbut was ordered by his CO to break all the remaining glass out of the windows 
with a broom handle which he and a friend quickly accomplished. Due to his building 
being on a hill, the proper location of the radio tower, he had a bird’s eye view of the 
waves of enemy attacks on the harbor. Sensing the natural impulse to ‘join the fight” his 
Commanding Officer had the men begin preparing the building to accept the wounded 
which occupied their time so they would not leave and head toward the harbor. Occasion- 
ally a Japanese plane flew close nearby and two soldiers with rifles and an officer with a 
pistol fired at it but they were a communications building with no armaments to fire. He 
went on to further describe what it was like that evening as everyone fully expected to be 
invaded by Japanese land forces for they had no knowledge that the Japanese Fleet had 
withdrawn. Several US Navy aircraft off one of Admiral Halsey’s Carriers opted to land 
at night at Pearl rather than return to the carriers. It was a disaster for communications 
were poor and the people on the ground could not see the US Navy Insignia on the planes 
for they were all shot down and the pilots lost. 
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Next the Navy Hymn was played during the Laying of Wreaths with salutes from an 
AMVETs Firing Squad outside in Quincy Market. This 21 gun salute surely must have 
startled the average Bostonian bustling about doing Holiday Shopping. Taps was played 
by the Ancients very own Sergeant Bugler, SGT Gerald S. Davidson from the Great Hall 
Balcony. 


The conclusion was Benediction by Rev Salois and the singing of God Bless America 
during which the Colors were retired. 


It was rather special to hear in the spoken words of an eyewitness account of this sneak 
attack on the United States rather than reading it in a history book or watching a Hol- 
lywood movie. It has been 65 years since the attack and as the years pass soon all the 
eyewitnesses will be gone and the personal details of the accounts forever lost in time.

Continuing a tradition begun with the Inauguration of Governor John Hancock in 1780, 
the Company participated in the ceremonial aspect of Deval L. Patrick’s Inauguration as 
the 71st Governor of the Commonwealth on Thursday 4 January 2007. 


Members assembled at the Boston Common Parade Ground under the command of Cap- 
tain-Commanding Daniel May for a Company photograph by world renowned photog- 
rapher Bill Brett. The photo is scheduled to be used as a two-page spread in Mr. Brett’s 
upcoming book Boston’s Extended Family scheduled for publication in 2007. 


After the photo session, members moved to the State House to do ceremonial duties for 
the Governor. After the normal fits and starts attendant to such ceremonies, Adjutant 
COL Thomas Richter assembled the 80 or so members in an Honor Guard along the 
Governor’s route to the Inaugural platform. Subsequent to the Governor’s procession, the 
Company reformed on the State House portico behind the JFK statue for the swearing 
ceremony. LTC Enoch Woodhouse was selected to escort the Governor’s mother through- 


out the ceremonies and did so with dignity and aplomb. The Company was dismissed at 
approximately 1330. 


BG Joseph Milano, PC, Captain Commanding Daniel G. May and his wife Carol, 
Governor Patrick and his wife Diane, LT Governor Murray and his wife Tammy, 
2nd LT John Moynihan, COL Marty DeMatteo, PC COS. 
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Thursday evening the Company hosted a Dinner Reception at the Boston Convention & 
Exposition Center to honor Governor Patrick and Lt. Governor Murray. Between 350 and 
400 members and guests were in attendance. We were honored to have the gubernatorial 
party for 30 minutes in the middle of an excruciatingly busy day for Governor Patrick. 


The Governor, Lt. Governor and their ladies were escorted into the room under the tradi- 
tional Sergeants’ saber arch and through an honor guard comprised of MSG Kelly and our 
Color Guard members. 


BG Milano acted as master of ceremonies, Captain May delivered brief remarks and pre- 
sented Mrs. Murray and Mrs. Patrick memento pins of the occasion, Lt. Governor Murray 
received an engraved Jefferson Cup and Governor Patrick received an engraved Revere 
Bowl. The hi-light of the evening was the symbolic presentation of the Brooks Sword to 
the Governor to symbolize his role as Commander-in-Chief of the Militias of Massachu- 
setts and the subordination of the military to the civil government in our republic. The 
Brooks sword was originally presented to Governor John Brooks by the AHAC in 1817. 
Brooks was twice Captain Commanding and was the first AHAC member to be elected 
Governor of Massachusetts. The sword is safely returned to our museum albeit with a few 
fingerprints much to the chagrin of our Curator, Dr. McCauley. Captain May will present 
Governor Patrick with his own sword from the Company at the June Day Ceremony’s 
later this year.

What a wonderful opportunity to congratulate Governor Patrick and Lieutenant Governor 
Murray as they begin their term of office. 


We of this historic Company are honored to participate in your inaugural as we have done 
for your elected predecessors going all the way back to Governor John Hancock in 1780. 
We take this opportunity to officially welcome you Governor as the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Massachusetts Militia and to pledge our continued support to the patriotic and 
ceremonial life of the Commonwealth. 


As a token of our esteem we would like to present these small mementos of this evening 
to Mrs. Patrick and Mrs. Murray. When you wear these pins we hope you will remember 
your new friends in the Ancients. 


We would now like to present our new Lt. Governor Timothy Murray, this engraved Jef- 
ferson Cup as a token of our esteem and a symbol of the Constitution we are all sworn to 
uphold. 


We have two presentations for our new Governor. The first is a Revere Bowl, our sym- 
bolic representation of the continuity of patriotism, citizen participation in governance 
and a representation of the industry of the Commonwealth. Revere, though not a member, 
was a very close associate and silversmith to the Company for many years. He made the 
Captain’s Gorget which I am proud to wear this evening. This Revere Bowl is the highest 
honor that can be bestowed by our great company and has been presented to Kings and 
Queens, Princes and Popes throughout the world on our annual Fall Field Day Tours of 
Duty. 


Finally, we have a symbolic presentation. This Governor’s sword, the Brooks Sword, was 
presented to Governor John Brooks by the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company on 
June 2, 1817. It symbolizes the Governor’s office as Commander-in-Chief of the Militia 
of Massachusetts, which today includes the National Guard. It also symbolizes the very 
American idea of subordination of the military to civil authority. 


Governor John Brooks was twice elected Captain Commanding of the Company in 1786 
& 1793, and was the first Ancient to be elected Governor of the Commonwealth. Lt Gov- 
ernor Murray, you should join, it might be a good career move. This sword will remain at 
our Armory at Faneuil Hall representing the role of our Governor.

If that date is not convenient we 
would like to make the presentation Sunday evening, 3 June, at the “Governor’s Dinner”, 
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also at the Park Plaza, but a significantly smaller guest list. Please let me know if your 
schedule might accommodate us. 


Your curiosity may have been raised as to why the Ancients call the small dinner the 
night before June Day (the Change of Command Officer Ceremony) the “Governor’s 
Dinner”? In colonial times as it is today the Command Officers of the Ancients are 
elected by the members of the Ancients and commissioned by the Governor. It was in 
colonial times and is important today that the leaders of the Commonwealth “knew” and 
were comfortable with the leaders of the militia before they were commissioned the next 
day. By dining with the outgoing and incoming Captain Commanding and staff of the 
Ancients the night before their swearing in the Governor could sce what was coming. 
Last Thursday you graced us with your presence on your inauguration night after you 
were sworn in keeping with practices from 1780 whereby the Ancients swear 


subordination to civil authority after the Governor takes office. Your attendance at any of 


our events during the year is most welcomed. 


We look forward to serving you in the ceremonial life of the Commonwealth over the 
course of the next four years.

Monday, 19 February 2007 


This event, originally titled the Washington's Birthday Celebration is the one hundred 
twenty second commemoration of the participation of the Company as Honorary Escort 
to the President of the United States on the occasion of the dedication of the Washington 
Monument on Saturday, the twenty-first day of February 1885. President Chester A. 
Arthur was a member of the Company having been enrolled on 12 October 1882. 


Excerpted from the Company record of 19-23 February 1885: 


The Company breakfasted early on Saturday morning; at about nine o'clock 
the line was formed, and the Company leaving the hotel marched past the Riggs House, 
where a marching salute was paid to Gov. Robinson of Massachusetts. Thence the Com- 
pany proceeded to its place in a grand procession. In Gen. Philip H. Sheridan's orders, 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company was assigned as honorary escort to the 
President of the United States. The extreme cold made the duty of the day very hard, 

“it being so cold that the wind instruments were frozen.” The exercises at the monu- 
ment having been concluded, the procession moved from the monument grounds through 
Seventeenth Street to the new State, War, and Navy department buildings, and thence in 
front of the Executive Mansion, through Fifteenth Street to Pennsylvania Avenue. The 
procession was reviewed by the President from the platform in front of the Capitol, and 
by Gen. Sheridan from the opposite side of the street. The Artillery Company, in their 
new overcoats, presented a very solid appearance, and were highly complimented when 
Gen. Sheridan said that “they appeared to better advantage than the regulars in their 
march by the reviewing stand.” The Artillery Company returned immediately to the 
hotel. 


For the excursion to Washington on 19 February 1882, the Company mustered 170 men 
under the command of Captain Ezra J. Trull and was accompanied by the Salem Cadet 
Band. The First Lieutenant was LT Henry E. Smith, the Second Lieutenant Isaac D. 
Dana, Adjutant Edward E. Wells, First Sergeant of Infantry Lyman S. Hapgood and First 
Sergeant of Artillery Jacob Foster. Vincent Laforme was Paymaster, George H. Allen 
was Clerk and George P. May was Quartermaster. Unlike today, The Company in 1885 
marched under arms: rifles with fixed bayonets. An interesting note: In 1885 the Com- 
pany recruited 53 new members, including Massachusetts industrialist and philanthropist 
Oliver Ames. 


On this day in 2007, the Company formed at 1230hrs in the Armory for our traditional 
luncheon of Clam Chowder and Prime Rib. Over 190 Ancients in uniform led by CPT 
May enjoyed a mid winters afternoon of fellowship and camaraderie. Absent were the 
snow storms which seemed to have plagued this event in recent years. 
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The Guest Speaker of the day was RADM Timothy Sullivan, Commander United States 
First Coast Guard District who gave insightful comments on the role of The Coast Guard 
in Homeland Security and Defense. The Admiral reminded us all that the citizens of 

the US are the first line of defense and to be diligent in our every day lives. CPT May 
presented RADM Sullivan with a Paul Revere bow] for his participation in helping to 
commemorate the day.

The Washington Light Infantry (WLI) of Charleston, S.C. has invited the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts to participate in their 200th Anniversary 
Celebration from 22 February through 25 February 2007. Captain May requested and au- 
thorized myself and LT Brian Pollock to liaison with the WLI and visit historic Charles- 
ton in order to plan for the Company’s visit and participation. 


On the morning of 15 August 2006, we departed Logan Airport and arrived in Charleston 
S.C. where we met AHAC LT Leon LeBlanc and then proceeded to the Renaissance Ho- 
tel in Charleston’s historic district for lunch with J. Mitchell Crosby of JMC Charleston, 
a local tourist company and Ms. Pam Chambers, the Renaissance Hotel’s Sales Manager. 
After the lunch meeting we were taken by car through the historic district. Addition- 

ally we visited three or four potential venues for possible Company receptions. At 1500 
hrs. We met BG Henry Siegling, the Commander of the WLI. General Siegling who 
drove us through the parade route, pointing out many significant sites that were relevant 
to the WLI and Charleston’s history. We ended up at Marion Square, where the parade 
will begin and end, hopefully with a tree planting ceremony as a remembrance from the 
AHAC. Later on we attended a meeting of the WLI Bicentennial Planning Committee 
and a tour of the WLI Armory, which is located in the historic district. This meeting was 
significant as we were presented with all the details of activities for this busy weekend. 

I will summarize the planned events at the end of this report. After the meeting, we were 
joined by SSG Steve Banis for dinner at McCready’s, one of the many excellent Charles- 
ton restaurants. Banis is a member of the AHAC who, like LT LeBlanc, is currently living 
in the area. 


16 August 2006 LT Pollock and I were met by Palmetto Tours and taken by horse and 
carriage to the Embassy Suites Hotel. After checking in, we met with Stephanie Massey 
of the hotel’s sales department who told us of the facility and gave us a tour. I should 
point out that the carriage ride gave us another look at more historic spots in this interest- 
ing area. We then met LT LeBlanc for lunch at a seafood restaurant and drove to Patriot’s 
Point, home of the Carrier USS Yorktown and the Congressional Medal of Honor Society 
Museum.(CMH). It should be noted the CMH is holding their 2006 Convention in Boston 
in September. After a meeting with CMH officials and a tour of the facility, we drove 

to the Citadel for brief tour of the campus. We then returned to the Embassy Suites for 
another meeting with the sales department. After the meeting, Brian Pollock and I donned 
our AHAC blazers and departed for the German Friendly Club of Charleston as guests of 
General Siegling. The club is located in an historic building and we were joined by a few 
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more members of the WLI. We returned to the hotel after dinner to review the business 
for the past two days to summarize a favorable recommendation to Captain May to bring 
the Company to Charleston next February. 


On 17 August 2006, we had breakfast with General Siegling and recapped the coming 
events. With LT LeBlanc we departed for the airport by way of the Charleston Conven- 
tion Center where a number of events will take place. This center is just a 1Ominute ride 
from downtown. We arrived at the airport for the return flight to Boston in fine fashion. 
This will be a memorable trip. The WLI are very excited about the AHAC attending and 
have a number of well-planned events for the weekend. The City of Charleston is packed 
with history and charm and will be fascinating place to visit. Most enjoyable are the high 
quality restaurants, shops and historic sites. This is a great walking city.

21-25 February 2007 


Wednesday 21 February 


On 21 February 2007, 30 Ancients and their ladies comprising a total compliment of 
41 left Boston in the early afternoon under the command of CPT May on three aircraft 
to travel to Charleston South Carolina to participate in the Bicentennial Anniversary of 
The Washington Light Infantry. Three additional members, including Ist Mitchell and 
3rd SGT Grace, traveled by personal motor vehicle from Boston to Charleston carrying 
company parade equipment to be used in the various planned events. 


The Washington Light Infantry (WLI) is a founding member of the Centennial Legion 

of Historic Military Commands (Centennial Legion) and has participated in our June 
Day events for sometime. CPT May stated in his goals for his command year that the 
Company should reciprocate with at least one of the members of the Centennial Legion 
each year in one of their events as a way to thank them for participating in ours. The 
WLI was founded in 1807 as a direct result of the British ship Leopard attacking the USS 
Chesapeake and was named after General George Washington. The WLI holds a celebra- 
tion each year on Washington’s Birthday, 22 February, which was expanded this year to 
include the Bicentennial Anniversary. 


AHAC Company Headquarters was the renowned Charleston Place Hotel in the heart of 
this historic city and was ideally centered for all activities. The hotel was relatively new 
and is owned by the Orient Express Company and lived up to its advance billing. 


The activities started at 1700 with a “Welcome to Charleston” cocktail party held at 

the hotel in the Dryden Room and hosted by CPT May and his wife Carol. All were in 
attendance and it was a way to meet everyone and distribute the planned itinerary. The 
CPT also gave cach person a “Don’t Give up the Ship” lapel pin as a remembrance. 
The significance of this will be apparent later in this narrative. Dinner was on your own 
and all either set off either as couples or in large groups to sample the culinary delights 
Charleston is rumored for. No one was disappointed. 


Thursday 22 February 


Company awoke to sunny skies and temperatures rising into the 60’s. Morning and 
afternoon were at leisure and many took advantage of walking tours around the city, boat 
tours out to Fort Sumter or a short drive to visit the USS Yorktown, the retired WWII 
aircraft carrier permanently moored across the harbor. 


At 1515, the Company boarded motor coaches in Mess Dress and Evening Gowns for a 
short drive to the Washington Light Infantry Anniversary Banquet Cocktail Reception 
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and Dinner held at the North Charleston Convention Center. This event is similar to our 
June Day with a seated head table and many toasts during the course of the evening. Ear- 
lier in the day the WLI had given CPT May a miniature set of WLI Bicentennial ribbons 
to be distributed to all AHAC present who wore them this evening with pride. 


CPT May and his wife Carol were seated at the first row of a double tiered head table 
right next to BG Henry I. Siegling, WLI Battalion Commander and his wife Jane adjacent 
to the podium. Also at the head table were BG Henry L. Durant, WLI, The Honorable 
Joseph P. Riley, Jr., Mayor of Charleston, MG Stanhope S. Spears, The Adjutant General 
of South Carolina, LT General John W. Rosa, USAF Ret, The President of the Citadel, 
and LT COL Dale L. Theiling, WLI Battalion Executive Officer and Toastmaster for the 
evening. The second tier was comprised mostly of WLI Commander’s Emeritus. 


The National Anthem and music for the evening was played by The Citadel Combo. Dur- 
ing the course of the evening several “Confederate Songs” were played including “Dixie” 
which brought all attending to their feet waiving napkins except CPT May who rose mid 
way in the song to a cheer. The band did attempt to play Yankee Doodle later on albeit a 
little bit rusty in the notes but an attempt no less. All was in good taste. 


The speeches for the evening consisted of the SC TAG MG Spears informing all of the 
National Guard Levels and goings on with deployments. MG Spears did have CPT May 
rise and pointed out the significance of the Gorget he was wearing not only to the AHAC 
but to the South Carolina State Flag with has what appears to be a Crescent Moon over 

a Palmetto Tree which in fact is a Gorget signifying South Carolina’s military heritage. 
The keynote address was given by the President and Commandant of the Citadel, Lt Gen 
Rosa, who started with a parody of a fictitious letter from President Bush and finished 
with enduring praise for the WLI who originally founded The Citadel. 


CPT May rose at this point and presented our traditional gift of honor an inscribed Paul 
Revere Bow! to the WLI commemorating the Bicentennial Anniversary. He started with 

a brief history of the AHAC for we were the largest visiting delegation and took time to 
mention “I did not come alone” at which time all the AHAC members present rose with 

a cheer. CPT May also informed the assembled crowd of over 450 of the AHAC loaning 
of the General Beauregard Saddle to the WLI till June of 2007. The saddle was loaned 

by the AHAC to the Washington Artillery in New Orleans however Hurricane Katrina in 
2005 flooded their Museum and it has not reopened as of this date and thus an opportuni- 
ty presented itself to bring the saddle to Charleston. General Beauregard was born and is 
buried in New Orleans however he was the Commanding Confederate General who fired 
on Fort Sumter in Charleston Harbor to start the Civil War. CPT May then proceeded 

with a brief speech (copy following) and the presentation of a framed flag “Don’t Give up 
the Ship”. This flag, commonly referred to as the Commodore Perry Flag, is a US Navy 
rally flag created to commemorate the capture of the USS Chesapeake by the HMS Shan- 
non off Boston Harbor in 1813 when a the dying American Captain, James Lawrence, 
uttered those words. Several years earlier in 1807, the USS Chesapeake had been attacked 
off Cape Henry during a time of peace by the HMS Leopard looking for British deserters 
which event lead to the creation of the WLI and the motto of the WLI “Remember the 
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Leopard”. The WLI’s uniform cover has piece of leopard skin (imitation today) encom- 
passing the circumference as a reminder. 


After a most enjoyable evening the Company retired to the Charleston Place Hotel at 2300. 


Friday 23 February 


Company awoke again to early spring skies with temperatures rising at mid-day to close 
to 70. Morning and afternoon were again at leisure with much sightseeing. 


AT 1515 the Company assembled in Parade Uniform with gloves with ladies in appro- 
priate attire to depart by motor coaches to The Citadel for The Parade of Cadets which 
commenced promptly at 1620. Accompanying us were the WLI in full parade uniforms as 
well which when combined gave a rather proper look to the event. The full compliment 
of Cadets in crack step and dress passed in review. When a platoon leader with a Massa- 
chusetts hometown was announced as his unit passed, the AHAC gave out a large cheer. 
Four in total. At 1730 the Company retired to the Citadel’s Commandants Reception 
which was held in the Commandants residence on campus. A rather lovely affair enjoyed 
by all. At 1815 were returned to the hotel to change into Mess Dress for the evening. 


At 1945 the Company traveled by motor coaches again to the North Carolina Convention 
Center for the Commanders Bicentennial Ball. Similar to the format of the prior evening 
without speeches but with a large dance floor we enjoyed the rather ample seafood and 
food stations. A group photo was ultimately taken with success. At 2300 the company 
retired to the hotel. 


Saturday 24 February 


Another great day dawned in Charleston. At 0830 the Company assembled in Parade 
Uniform with gloves and moved by foot a short distance to Marion Square for assembly 
of The WLI Bicentennial Anniversary Parade. Positioned directly after the WLI in the 
line of march, the Company looked splendid with the CPT May, IstLt Sweeney, 2nd LT 
Moynihan all carrying Halberds, the Color Guard led by MSG Kelly carrying a full com- 
pliment of colors and every Red Board carrying espontoons. Sharp indeed! Various local 
units were present including several military honor guards and the Citadel Band. 


At 1000, the parade stepped off for a 1% mile route (no hills) through the City of Charles- 
ton. We paraded down King to Broad Street, passed the Reviewing Stand and returned on 
Meeting Street. At the mid point we enjoyed a 4 jet fly over (approached from the rear) 
and shortly thereafter the 4 jets returned from the side. Very nicely done. 


Shortly upon returning to the Assembly Area the Company formed up with the WLI and 
dedicated an Oak Tree donated by the Company to commemorate the Bicentennial. CPT 
May spoke some appropriate words and General Siegling responded in kind. 


At 1330, the Company and parade participants enjoyed a traditional barbecue complete 
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with chicken, pulled pork, greens and ice tea. Admission was by a commemorative 
“Wooden Nickel” reminiscent of days gone by. Entertainment was done by the firing of a 
rather large field cannon which kept any wildlife at a distance! 


The remainder of the afternoon was at leisure with many going to Catholic Mass at 
1715 at the Cathedral of St John the Baptist. Many of the Company joined up later for 
an impromptu farewell dinner at several of the many delightful restaurants to be had in 
Charleston. The city did not disappoint. 


Sunday 25 February 


At 0900, those of the Company who were not departing on early flights, moved by foot 

in Parade Uniforms with gloves to the WLI Armory and Museum for a collation. We ob- 
served the Beauregard Saddle on display with the Company donated Paul Revere Bowl, 
given several nights earlier, in a glass case in the “Relic Room”. 


Promptly at 1000 a parade was formed complete with the Citadel Band and moved down 

Meeting Street to St John’s Lutheran Church for the WLI Annual Memorial Service. 

Very similar to our June Day Memorial Service the name(s) of the deceased since the last 
memorial service were read with drum roll. After the church service the parade reformed 
and proceeded a short distance away to the WLI Monument for a wreath laying ceremony 
returning to the WLI Armory by Meeting Street. 


At 1330 the remaining contingent boarded motor coaches to the airport to catch our 
flights to Boston. All attending spoke highly of the City of Charleston, the affection 
shown to all of us by the Washington Light Infantry and the Charleston Place Hotel. We 
made many friends and hope to see the WLI at June Day 2007 to reciprocate to best of 
our abilities.

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WASHINGTON LIGHT INFANTRY 
200" ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION 
Remarks of CPT Daniel G. May, Captain Commanding 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 


We Ancients deliberated over how best to demonstrate to the Washington Light Infantry 
our respect for your patriotism, your long and illustrious history, and our gratitude for the 
heralded southern hospitality you have shown to us during our visit. 


We knew that the Washington Light Infantry has a fondness for flags. For example, 

at your 50th Anniversary Celebration in 1857 you presented to the Citadel’s Corps of 
Cadets their first official flag which is still the authorized corps flag in use to this day. We 
also knew that the Washington Light Infantry and the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts have a shared history in terms of our joint admiration for the 
treasured United States warship USS Chesapeake. 


The USS Chesapeake was one of the first six capital ships to be built to defend the United 
States along with the Frigates Congress, Constitution, President, United States and Con- 
stellation. Her sister ship, the USS Constitution, is the only one of these historic ships still 
afloat, the US Navy’s oldest Commissioned War Vessel and is permanently berthed in 
our home waters of Boston Harbor. And it is Boston Harbor that links the frigate Chesa- 
peake to both the Washington Light Infantry and the Ancients. 


The two most important aspects of the history of the Chesapeake are: 


Her pivotal encounter off Cape Henry with the British ship Leopard in 1807, after which 
the Washington Light Infantry was formed; and 


Her role in the famous sea battle with the British Frigate Shannon on June Ist 1813 


The Chesapeake / Shannon sea battle took place in the approaches to Boston Harbor in 
full view of the citizens of Boston’s North Shore. Her captain at that time was a man 
named James Lawrence. Captain Lawrence was mortally wounded in that fierce and 
ultimately unsuccessful fight. His first words upon being struck were: 


“Tell the men to fire faster and not to give up the ship. Fight her till she swims.” 
As his life’s blood was slipping away, his final words were shortened to, 
“Don’t Give Up The Ship” 


These words uttered outside of Boston Harbor have become one of the unofficial mottos 
of the United States Navy. Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry, one of the greatest heroes 
of the War of 1812, commissioned a flag to be made from the blue canton of the United 
States flag, before the white stars are added. Upon this blue background he had the letters 
of white sailcloth cut out to form the words “Don’t Give Up The Ship”. 
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Commodore Perry renamed his own flagship the Lawrence, after Captain James Law- 
rence of the Chesapeake and flew the flag from his own vessels, first the Lawrence and 
then the Niagara, during the pivotal battle of Lake Erie four months after the Chesapeake 
was taken in combat. That flag is now among the US Navy’s most treasured artifacts and 
it forms the ceremonial centerpiece in Memorial Hall at the US Naval Academy at An- 
napolis. 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts proudly presents to the 
Washington Light Infantry, on its 200th Anniversary, a replica memento of our common 
bond, the Commodore Perry Flag, representing the essence of our national resolve to 
never give up the ship as those words were first uttered aboard the USS Chesapeake when 
she fought outside of Boston Harbor, the war the Washington Light Infantry knew must 
come. 


We know, in our hearts, that the dying Captain Lawrence “Remembered the Leopard” as 
he uttered these final words. 


Please accept this memento as a token of our undying respect and gratitude.

FAREWELL VISIT 
Boston Harbor 
2 March 2007 


On Friday Evening, 2 March 2007, CPT May, by the invitation of the US Navy, in the 
company of eight members of his staff, attended a private reception on board the USS 
John F. Kennedy CV-67 docked pier side in Boston Harbor. 


“Big John”, as the USS Kennedy is called, was in Boston as the last stop on her way to 
be decommissioned later in the month. The growing federal deficit and changing naval 
tactics have prompted the US Navy to retire the Kennedy. She was launched in 1967 and 
is one of two non-nuclear powered aircraft carriers remaining in active service today. 
She is currently the third oldest aircraft carrier and will be decommissioned on 23 March 
2007 at Mayport Florida, her homeport. After decommissioning the ship will be berthed 
at the Inactive Ship Maintenance Facility in Philadelphia leaving the USS Kitty Hawk as 
the last fossil-fuel aircraft carrier in active use by the Navy. 


On board were members of the Kennedy Family, including Senator Ted Kennedy and his 
wife Victoria, Caroline Kennedy, daughter of President Kennedy who the carrier is named 
for, Senator John Kerry and wife Teresa Heinz, Boston Mayor Thomas Menino and 
Governor Deval Patrick. Many speeches were made by the Navy and tributes given to 
the carrier and her crew for her long service. Many of her original “Plank Owners” were 
also present and recognized. The most moving speech was done by Senator Ted Kennedy, 
the President’s youngest brother, who spoke eloquently about his brother’s affection for 
the Navy and the sea. The ship may have been old but not tired and looked in “Bristol 
Fashion” evidenced by her crew’s care and outward demeanor. There was overwhelming 
pride every where you looked. 


The ship’s keel was laid on 22 October 1964. She was christened by 9 year old Caroline 
Kennedy in the company of her mother, Jacqueline Kennedy, at Newport News Virginia 
and entered active service on 7 September, 1968. The ship was originally ordered as a 
nuclear carrier but converted to conventional steam turbine propulsion after construction 
had begun. Her maiden voyage and many subsequent voyages were on deployments to 
the Mediterranean Sea in support of peace keeping efforts in the Middle East. She com- 
pleted 18 deployments in her career and earned the unique honor of being the only carrier 
underway at the end of 1999, earning the ship “Carrier of the New Millennium”. She 
enjoyed many periods of upgrades as the Navy’s fighter aircraft evolved and the carrier 
kept pace handling every type of plane the Navy flew. 


It was a cold dark windy night on the water in Boston Harbor as we descended the gang- 
ways but as one looked back at the sheer size of this ship along side it is no wonder she is 
called “Big John”. Future plans include making her a museum. 
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EXECUTIVE SECRETARY OFFICE PROJECT 
Spring 2007 


It is noted in CPT May’s initiative that it was time that we as a company address the last 
of our “public spaces”. The Executive Secretary’s Office (Ex Sec) had become literally a 
dumping ground for every piece of wayward furniture or cabinet that our beloved Curator 
had difficulty parting with. When the Museum and Library was completing redone in 2000 
all the old storage cabinets were stacked in the Ex Sec office on top of each other. Granted 
they provided much storage space but you must remember they were built as “Floor Cabi- 
nets” for a museum and after many years of service they were tired looking. It was time. 


During the Change of Command Ceremony for the Ist Coast Guard District Homeland 
Secretary Chertoff requested the use of our phone and fax. That set the ball in motion. 

We take great pride in maintaining an Armory without comparison and it was time to 
bring this important office of the Ex Sec, the epicenter of AHAC Activities, into the 21st 
Century. CPT May knew it had to be done right and sought out donations directly from the 
membership to raise the estimated $22,000. 


CPT Edward J. Keelan, PC had donated some pistols to the company, which had been 
sold with his permission, and approximately $4,589 was held by the Paymaster awaiting 
a “worthy cause”. When approached for his consent to use the funds for this cause CPT 
Keelan enthusiastically endorsed the idea and even sent a check for an additional $3,000 
bring his total to over $7500. Any donation over $500 resulted in the parties’ name being 
struck in bronze and a plaque is hanging in the Ex Sec Office with the names of the major 
donors. Names of all donors are in this Annual Report for all to give thanks. 


Over $27, 264 was raised. The entire space was done over. The room was emptied and 

old furniture sold to the highest bidder or junked, the floors sanded and refinished. The 
walls, ceiling and doors were stripped and painted in historic colors. Electrical conduits 
and communication cables were run. The room itself was professionally designed by office 
designer and proper furniture selected. New lighting fixtures were selected not only for 
this office but also the Curator’s as well. Finally the tops of all working services not only 
in the Ex Sec Office but also the meeting tables at the head of the Armory were covered in 
plate glass to protect the underlying surface. 


The office now represents the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


Success has many authors. Particular thanks go to CPT Keelan, PC who although in poor 
health enthusiastically endorsed the project, but also BG Maddocks, Ex Sec who never lost 
hope as painting was delayed and furniture shipments missed (snow storm) but also had 
the military bearing to assure the office represents the proper representation of the AHAC. 
Thanks also to LT Frank Kemp who worked tirelessly in the procurement process. Only 
regret is that CPT Keelan passed away before the project was completed. It is the hope of 
CPT May that this room become known as the “Keelan Room” for his life actions personi- 
fied what it is to be an Ancient.

On Saturday 14 April 2007, CPT Daniel G. May, Captain Commanding led a contingent 
of Ancients including the Color Guard to the Salem Muster on Salem Common. This 
event marks the birth date of the Massachusetts National Guard in 1636 when the first 
muster on the very same common was held.

From Armory Park a brief parade was held to Salem Common where the participants 
were greeted with cannon fire from three field pieces. It was a rather blustery day with 
flags straight out in the breeze. Several speeches were made by the Massachusetts TAG 
BG Oliver Mason on the history of the day and Congressman John Tierney who spoke of 
the role played by the MAARNG today in the War on Terrorism.

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THE 232™ ANNIVERSARY 
ANNUAL LANTERN CEREMONY 
The Old North Church 
Boston, Massachusetts 
15 April 2007 


On the evening of Sunday 15 April, 2007 Captain Commanding Daniel G. May led a con- 
tingent of Ancients in full parade uniform at the 232nd Anniversary of Lantern Hanging 
Ceremony at the Old North Church. 


Held annually on the Sunday Evening prior to the celebration of Patriots Day, the Lantern 
Hanging Ceremony commemorates the original actions taken by Robert Newman, a 23 
year old church sexton and caretaker of the Old North Church on April 18th 1775 when 
he carried two lanterns to the top of the Old North Steeple to warn the Patriots that the 
British were marching on Lexington. At great risk to himself and his young family, Rob- 
ert Newman accepted the responsibility asked of him by Paul Revere and held high the 
two lanterns that ignited the American Revolution. 


The program commenced with a prelude performed by the Ist Michigan Colonial Fife 
& Drum Corps followed by the ringing of the Steeple Bells. The entrance procession, to 
music accompaniment of the Old North Chamber Choir singing “God of Our Fathers” 
was led by a Color Guard from USS Constitution in period uniforms followed by the 
members of the Militia with the Ancients at the point. Once again the Ancients were pro- 
vided with seats (booths) in the front rows on both sides of the center isle. The remainder 
of the militia’s were seated to the sides. The church was packed with all seats spoken for 
years in advance. As tradition has it the entire interior of the church is lit only with real 
candle light from several major brass chandeliers. 


The Welcome and Invocation was done by Reverend Stephen T. Ayres, Vicar of the Old 
North followed by a reading by Peter Meade of Paul Revere’s Ride written by Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow. The choir followed with the singing of Song of Democracy by 
Howard Hanson. 


The Keynote Address was given by The Honorable Deval Patrick, Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts who took time in his opening remarks to acknowledge the presence of the 
Ancients. After the completion of his speech Governor Patrick was presented with a 

gift of a lantern and was escorted down the main aisle by CPT May and BG Joseph A. 
Milano, PC. Military Aide to the Governor. The reading of the 1875 Speech of Samuel 
Haskell Newman (Grandson of Robert Newman) followed which is a narrative of the ac- 
tions taken by Robert Newman on 18 April 1775 including the placement of the lanterns, 
the appearance of the British Troops at his residence, his arrest and release. The Singing 
of “America” followed during which two lanterns were carried into the steeple by Ms. 
Sarah Goodnight, 8th generation descendent of the family of Robert Newman, church 
sexton on 18 April 2007 The Recessional was done to the singing of “America the Beau- 
tiful” and the Company formed up at the rear vestibule to act as an Honor Guard to the 
Church Vicar, Reverend Stephen T. Ayers.

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PATRIOTS DAY 
Boston Parade & Lexington 
16 April 2007 


One of the highlights of the change from Winter to Spring Seasons in Boston is the 
AHAC Participation in the Patriot Day parades in Boston in the morning and Lexington 
in the afternoon.

Even the Boston Marathon, 
which is run on the same day had much slower times due to the headwinds on the course 
due to the storm. 


This was dress rehearsal for June Day as the weather showed us once again Mother Nature 
is boss.

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VICE CHIEF OF STAFF OF THE ARMY LUNCHEON 
Union Oyster House 
Boston, Massachusetts 
19 April 2007 


On Thursday 19 April 2007 Captain Daniel May, Captain Commanding and his Com- 
mand Staff hosted a luncheon for General Richard Cody, Vice Chief of Staff of the Army 
at the Union Oyster House. General Cody was in Boston to speak at a symposium at MIT 
later that evening. The group dined on Clam Chowder, Boston Scrod and warm Apple 
Cobbler. 


Accompanying General Cody were 3 members of his staff as well as a security detail 
posted nearby, Vice Admiral Dyer and Misters Jennings and Ganz of defense contractors. 
The Massachusetts TAG BG Oliver Mason was present and was seated to the immedi- 
ate left of General Cody. Across the table from General Cody was seated CPT May with 
the following Ancients (Captains in Line), Ist LT Jerome V. Sweeney, 2nd LT John F. 
Moynihan, Incoming Captain John E. Bradley, Incoming Ist LT Michael Downing and 
Company Executive Secretary BG Emery A. Maddocks, Jr. 


As one would expect the table conversation centered on issues of the current state of the 
War on Terrorism particularly the conflict in Iraq. The General was frank in his discus- 
sions and countered with hard facts and knowledge the erroneous description of the state 
of affairs in the Middle East. One of the table participants mentioned this conflict could 
be generational lasting 50 years in multiple theaters. On the issue of recruitment the 
General described the fact that only 35% of the adult male population between the ages 
of 17 to 24 could meet the standards required to join the Armed Forces. Disqaaligyine 
factors such as body weight and morals limit the available population size which all of 
the Armed Forces, the Army, Navy, Marines and Air Force draw from. In this day of vol- 
unteer Armed Forces there is a selection process where only the most qualified candidates 
are accepted. Reports in the media that the Army has not been able to meet its recruiting 
goals are misleading. The Army is selective and will not take all that apply. 


Several other topics were discussed including advancement in technology and the expen- 
diture of funds in this area where no stone has been left unturned in protecting the combat 
troops either from Improvised Explosive Devices (IEDs) or hidden hazards 


It was a most enjoyable 1% hours with many of the topics relevant to all

On a delightful spring evening in Boston CPT May in Mess Dress represented the 
Company at the 265th Anniversary Dinner of The Boston Marine Society. CPT May was 
afforded the full respect of the Society being formally introduced and was seated at the 


head table. 


The Boston Marine Society has a history which is as remarkable as it is little known. 
Founded in 1742, it is the oldest association of sea captains in the world. In its 265 years, 
its membership has totaled only 2,867 members. As of the above date its ranks include 
only 315 men of which 70 are honorary, elected by virtue of their business and civic at- 
tainments. The remaining 245 are all professional sea captains “who go down to the sea 
in ships and do business in great waters”. 


The society’s primary purpose in 1742 was to establish a fellowship to improve the lot of 
those who made their life and living from the sea. They were responsible for the original 
construction and location of lighthouses outside of Boston Harbor, the locating and the 
buoying of channels and aids to navigation. They also helped distressed mariners both fi- 
nancially and through training. To this day the Society’s Trustees remains the sole recom- 
mending body to the Governor of the Pilot Commissioners (confirmed by the Governor’s 
Council) who are responsible for all matters concerning the piloting of ships into or out 
of Boston Harbor and the appointment of Boston Harbor pilots. 


Being a member is not an easy task and is very similar to the Ancients regime. One has 
to be recommended by a member, pass scrutiny of our country’s ablest and respected 
skippers and finally a vote is taken with white balls and black cubes in the identical ballot 
box used by the Ancients. It is not known if the receipt of one black cube is sufficient to 
stop receipt of membership. Reading the biographies of several members published in the 
dinner brochure and the general demeanor of the evening’s event it was quite clear the 
gentlemen present represented the best of their profession. Seated next to CPT May were 
two retired Rear Admiral’s, the President of the New York Maritime Academy at Kings 
Point on his left and the President of the Maine Maritime Academy on his right. Seated 
on the other side of the podium was the President of Massachusetts Maritime Academy 
and next to him sat CAPT Tom Kelly CMoH and an Ancient. 


Today, well into its third century of activity, the Boston Marine Society has remained true 
to its original charter by supporting distressed mariners and a watchful eye on the safety 
of navigation in Boston Harbor and approaches. 
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PRESENTATION OF NEW REGIMENTAL COLORS 
BY HER MAJESTY THE QUEEN 
The Honourable Artillery Company of London’s Headquarters 
Armoury House, London, England 
18 May 2007 


Captain Commanding Daniel G. May appointed Past Commander CPT Joseph C. Benoit 
to represent the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts at the 
Presentation of New Regimental Colours to the Honourable Artillery Company of London 
by Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II at ceremonies held in London, England on Friday 18 
May 2007 at Armoury House, the Headquarters of the Honourable Artillery Company. 


Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II is the Captain General of the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London and approximately every 25 years presides at the Presentation and 
Consecration of New Regimental Colours to the Honourable Artillery Company. Many of 
the Honourable Artillery Company members remembered with pride on this day that Her 
Majesty had granted the Company the high honor of presenting new colours in 1955 and 
again in 1980. Today she did so for the third time in her reign. 


Hours before the 10:00 am time assigned for the ceremony, hundreds of veteran members 
of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, along with many guests and the full 
active regiment of the HAC, gathered on the Parade Ground adjacent to Armoury House, 
which is called Artillery Garden. The active unit was in full military parade uniform. Also 
in their colorful and historic uniforms were members of the Company of Pikemen and 
Musketeers and members of the Honourable Artillery Company Light Cavalry. Veteran 
members were mostly dressed in full morning suits. Ladies were in most colorful dress, 


including long gowns and other fancy dresses. Many of the ladies were wearing colorful 
and decorative hats. - 


The ceremonies began promptly at 10:00 am with a display presented by the full 
Company of Pikemen and Musketeers, including exercises of loud and smoking firing 
of muskets by the Musketeers and intricate marches and demonstrations by the Pikemen. 
The Light Cavalry unit was on display with magnificent horses and traditional uniforms. 
Both of these companies had appeared with great fanfare on Boston Common when the 
Honourable Artillery Company visited Boston in 2003. 


The Honourable Artillery Company band, in full uniform including bearskin hats, led the 
active regiment on to the parade grounds, playing as its first song of the day “The March 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts,” the march by John 
Philip Sousa which had been commissioned historically by the Ancient & Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts at Boston. After the regiment had assembled, the 
Colonel Commandant, General Sir Timothy Granville-Chapman GBE KCB ADS Gen, 
arrived on the parade grounds by motor vehicle to a fanfare and a standing salute by 
guests. 


After the Colonel Commandant’s arrival, the next sequence of ceremonies was the 
trooping of the old colours and the marching off of the old colours. The Captain General, 
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Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II, then arrived by Rolls Royce automobile through the 
gates of the Armoury House property with royal trumpeters playing from the balcony of 
Armoury House. Her automobile proceeded on to the parade ground field and she was 
escorted to the shaded royal box that had been erected at the edge of the parade grounds. 


The Queen received a Royal Salute while the band played the national anthem of the 
United Kingdom. Her Majesty then proceeded to inspect the Regiment with the Colonel 
Commandant while the band played several selections of music. 


Next preparation was made for the Consecration of New Colours by piling several drums 
in the center of the parade grounds and spreading the colours over the drums. The Blessing 
of New Colours was then conducted under the direction of the Regimental Chaplain of the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London, The Rev. Canon David P.E. Reindorp TD CF, 
and the Reverend D.E. Wilkes OBE QHC, the Chaplain General to the Forces. 


Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II then addresses all assembled, recalling their two previous 
Presentations of Colours in 1955 and 1980. She addressed those assembled in a strong 
and melodious voice, although somewhat hoarsely, as she was suffering from a cold. 

She thanked the Honourable Artillery Company for their steadfast loyalty to the nation 
and to the Crown. Her Majesty made special reference to all those Armed Forces of the 
United Kingdom who were making great sacrifices in Afghanistan, Iraq, and Bosnia. 
Many members of the HAC Active Regiment have been on assignment on each of these 


countries. 


Then the ceremony proceeded with the marching the New Colours by the regiment. A 
formal salute of the active unit was given to Her Majesty by way of the unique salute 
called “Regimental Fire,” the rapid movement of the right arms of the Regiment in 
simulation of an actual fired salute, which is the traditional High Salute of the HAC. 


The formal ceremony ended with a grand parade of all units past Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth II, including Active Regiment, Pikemen and Musketeers, Light Cavalry, and 


camouflaged soldiers saluting from military combat vehicles. 


A lunch was then shared by Her Majesty and those in attendance. The delicious menu 
included Roasted Asparagus and Sun-Blushed Tomato Salad, Roasted Corn-Fed Chicken 
Marinated in Lemon, with Green Beans and Radish-Sesame Salad. Dessert was Eton 
Mess: Smashed meringues, whipped vanilla ice cream and strawberries. The white wine 
was The Paddock Chardonnay Semillon and the red wine was The Paddock Shiraz, both 


from Australia.

Last October, on our Tour of Duty in Argentina, a dozen 
members of our Company met on a Sunday afternoon to talk about God. 
To be more specific, we met to consider this question, “How do we know 
whether or not there is a God”. We represented various faiths and 
professions It was an excellent and provocative discussion and one that 
I hope will continue in the future. 
What we were doing is not unusual today. In the past few years there have 
been a host of books published on this very subject. A best seller is “The 
Purpose Driven Life” by Rick Warren. He is pastor of a Church with a 
Sunday attendance of 25,000 people. At the opposite end of the spectrum is 
another best seller, “The End of Faith”, by Sam Harris. He contends that 
religion is destructive to society, and advocates atheism. 
Recently, the two authors entered into a public dialog with each other. 
Warren believes in the God of Abraham as revealed by Scripture and claims 


Jesus as his Savior. And Harris stated, “I no more believe in the Biblical 


God than I believe in Zeus or the thousands of other dead Gods”.

Theism and atheism have always existed side by side. We can go back to 
Homer of ancient Greece, who said, “All men need the gods”, 

A later philosopher, Plato. wrote, “A certain portion of mankind do 

not believe at all in the existence of the gods”. And to all this, come the 
word from Ecclesiastes in the Old Testament, where it is written, “There is 
nothing new under the sun”. 

Even Benedict the 16", is getting involved in interfaith 

dialog. In TIME magazine last week, there is an interesting article entitled 
“The Pope’s Favorite Rabbi”. In his new book, “Jesus of Nazareth”, the 
pope devotes 20 pages to Rabbi Jacob Neusner’s book, “A Rabbi Talks With 
Jesus”. Benedict compliments the rabbi, naming him a “great Jewish 
Scholar” . 

The rash of books and dialogs is a great leap forward from the divisions 
of the past, where battles and bloodshed took place between religious 
groups and heretics and atheists were burned at the stake. 


So, what are these age old questions that kept both scholars and farmer 


and fishermen perplexed about God. 


Here are a few of those questions. 
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Or is it the creation of an intelligent design? 
Did it evolve out of chaos, or was it planned down to the smallest leaf and 
tiniest insect? 
Where did love come from? 
Why do the innocent suffer? 
Aside from the billions connection in the brain, is there such a thing as a 
soul? 
Does prayer really work? 
What happens to us when we die? 


Is there life after death, and what do we mean by going to heaven? 


These are a few of the questions that we humans have asked over the ages. 
What are some of the responses? 

To the person who says there is no God, what then, is the explanation for 

morality, the innate sense of what is right and what is wrong? The 

religious say there must be a God to implant that sense of morality in every 

heart. Without a supreme being there are no absolutes, such as truth, beauty, 

goodness and love. That source is what Aristotle called the Primemover. 


The alternate is that is everything is relative. 
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truth and falsehood When Nietzshe claimed that God was dead and Karl 
Marx claimed that religion was an opiate of the people, they were saying, 
there are no absolutes. 

That is not the prevailing opinion in our country today. 

A recent survey reported that 91% of Americans believe in God. 

But even to the devote believer, there are as many questions as answers. 
The great Rabbi, Abraham Heschel wrote , “God did not make it easy for us 
to have faith in him. Our faith is fragile, never immune to error. There are no 
final proofs to the existence of God”. 

While it is true that there are no final proofs, there is a chorus of examples 
of individual faith journeys. One of the most interesting is a French 
mathematician, by the name of Blaise Pascal. He lived and wrote in middle 
of the 1600s. 

On the Feast of St Clement, Pascal had a spectacular vision that changed his 
life. He wrote it down in mathematical language. In the vision that came to 
him in the middle of the night, Jesus was real to him. God was real. He 
wrote “Certainly, certainly, heartfelt joy and peace!”. 

I goggled him (or at least his writings), but I couldn’t understand any of his 


mathematical logic, anymore than I could understand Einstein’s theory of 
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Relativity. But he is remembered for something called Pascal’s Wager. 


That is rather simple to understand. It goes like this. 

It is smarter to bet that God exists, and to believe in him, because if it turns 
out that he is real, you win everything. If not you lose nothing. So, Pascal 
asks, why not take the leap of faith? 

And I understand something of what Einstein meant, when he was asked to 
explain the existence of God. He picked up his violin and played it, put the 
instrument and said “There”. 

So, as Rabbi Heschel wrote, there may be no final proofs to God. But, there 


are countless testimonies to his presence in the human heart. 


One of the most moving accounts that I have ever heard of a conversion to 
faith was related when I attended a conference for Air Force chaplains 
while I was stationed in Europe. 

The retreat master related to us what he’d been told by the Bishop of Paris. 
The prelate said that many years ago, a group of Bohemian students were 
sitting at a sidewalk café near the Sorbonne, discussing whether or not 
there is a God. The most adamant atheist said that all who believed in God 


were either fools or idiots, or possibly both. One of the other students 
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challenged him to go to the Notre Dame Cathedral, find a priest, and tell 
him that he had wasted his life. Then, repeat what he just shared with his 


peers. 


The group walked across the bridge over the Seine, and entered Notre 
Dame. 


The outspoken student found an old priest kneeling at a side altar, tapped 
him on the shoulder and said in a loud voice, “Mon Pierre, You have wasted 
your life. There is no God”. 

The aged cleric listened, smiled and said to the student, “Young man, would 
you be so kind as to walk down the nave, stand before the crucifix at the 
high altar, and say Jesus Christ died for me and I don’t care‘. The student 
strode down the aisle, stood before the cross and said in a loud voice, 
“Jesus Christ died for me and J don’t give a damn!” He returned to the priest 
and said, “Done”. 

The old priest in his cassock, smiled and said, “ To humor an old man, 
would you be so kind as to do that again”. This time, the young man’s pace 
slowed. He arrived at the high altar, stood, looked up at the Body of Christ 
on the Cross, and without saying anything, returned slowly to the aged 
cleric. Kneeling he spoke softly, saying, “Father, will you hear my 


confession?” 
The Bishop of Paris added, “Many years ago, that young man was me”. 
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Homer was right when he said that all men need God. Plato was also 
correct when he said a certain portion of men will never believe. And Rabbi 
Heschel was prophetic when he stated that God does not make it easy. 
But Pascal the scientist, had the last word. To seek God in this brief mortal 


life may be to have everything in eternity. To lose God now may be to lose 


everything. 


For those who do find the peace, joy and love of God, theirs is a blessing 
that this world can neither give nor take away. To live and die, knowing in 


one’s heart the love of God, is a witness that can not be denied.

I want you to know I was sitting ina 
meeting this afternoon, and my guest, at the sound 
of the first cannon shot, leapt out of her chair. 
And I said, "These are the Ancient and Honorables 
out on the Common performing ritual." 

And she knew about today's occasion. She 
knew that you would be there. She was not quite 
prepared for the sound of simulated battle, and she 
thought it was quaint and old-fashioned. And I had 
a conversation with her. I made a point with her 
that I would like to make to you because my view is 
that ritual is profoundly important. It is how we 
mark occasion and the importance of remembering. 


And so much of what the Ancient and Honorables is 
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about is marking the occasion and remembering the 
importance of service. No community, no armed 
forces, no country survives without a spirit of 
continually refreshed service. 

I have been to now 14 funerals in my first 
five months in office, funerals of young men and 
women, and in every case young men and women who 
have given the ultimate sacrifice in service 
overseas. And among the things that has struck me 
is the total absence of bitterness among the 
families and the survivors and the members of 
community, the complete understanding -- I think 
Sergeant Kelly will confirm this -- the complete 
understanding about how profound that service is, 
how important it is and how vital it is that we 
civilians give honor for that sacrifice and to that 
service. 

That is the spirit in which you serve. 
That is the example that you represent. And I just 
want to tell you on behalf of the Commonwealth and 
on my own behalf as a citizen how much I honor your 
example, how much I have enjoyed your company, how 
much I look forward to what I think I am about to 


get, which I have been asking for since the 
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inauguration, and how much I appreciate your 
including me in tonight's festivities. 

I look forward to joining you on many 
occasions in the next four or eight or twelve years, 
as the case may be. God bless you all. Thank you. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Upon the 
inauguration of the 71ist Governor, the Ancients 
have, since 1780, participated with the inauguration 
of the Governor of Massachusetts. It is something 
that historically when you think about the nation, 
you think about the Ancients. We share the joint 
history with the inauguration, and the Governor was 
pleased. We had to explain a little bit about what 
we were doing, but the inauguration made a point to 
the Governor that he now was the Commander in Chief, 
not only of the National Guard but also of the 
militia in Massachusetts. 

And obviously being the oldest militia 
company in Massachusetts, we wanted to -- at that 
time we gave him the symbolic gesture of the 
Commander in Chief's sword. I promised him at that 
time that I would present him with his own sword. 


And we thought about it, we looked and said, well, 
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we could go buy a new sword, something new and 
pretty and that type of stuff -- 

HONORABLE DEVAL L. PATRICK: Whatever will 
work with the legislature. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Whatever will work 
with the legislature, something new and pretty, but 
it would be a new sword. And we said, well, that's 
not really reflective of the company. We are not 
new and we are not pretty. 

(Laughter) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: So we approached 
the Museum and Library Committee. We asked them to 


release a sword from our collection, an artillery 


sabre, and they were -- it was to come up with one 
that was made in 1813 -- excuse me. 1913. Excuse 
me. 941.3). And it was used in the Company in our 


operations in 1915. 

So at this point in time, I would like to 
present that artillery sabre to the Governor. We 
haven't removed the pin, so it is useable with 
coming up on the various budget meetings and what 
have you. And it has an Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company emblem on it, so when you are 


speaking with the Speaker of the House and the 
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Senate President, you can flash that to them. And 
if you make the phone call, we will be there. 

HONORABLE DEVAL L. PATRICK: I know you 
will. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: So at this point 
in time, the external part of the sabre is presented 
to the Honorable Deval L. Patrick, Commander in 
Chief, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, on his 
inauguration for January 2007. So please accept 
this on our behalf as our Commander in Chief. 

(Applause) 

HONORABLE DEVAL L. PATRICK: In the nick of 
time. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: At this point in 
time, I would like to continue with the meal being 
served. Please enjoy your meal. Thank you. 

(Dinner continues) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Ladies and 


gentlemen, please rise. We will at this point in 
time -- please rise and give your attention to the 
Adjutant. A little bit out of sequence, but I beg 


your indulgence. 
ADJUTANT RICHTER: This past year we have 


been privileged to visit a cosmopolitan city of 
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culture, lively music, diverse European heritage, 
wonderful food and a warm, welcoming population. 

The Portenos enjoy wonderful exuberance for life and 
are happy to share it. To Buenos Aires, Queen City 
of South America. 

ALL: Hear, Hear. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Seats, please, 
ladies and gentlemen. 

There is a response to the toast to Buenos 
Aires originally planned for Ambassador Leperche, 
who was coming up from Buenos Aires to join us this 
evening. Those of you that went on the trip know 
how Ambassador Leperche was with us down in Buenos 
Aires. It was unique trip. Those of you that 
obviously went saw how unique it was. It was a 
beautiful city. I hope we can go back to Buenos 
Aires, long before the time we did it this time. We 
were there in 1965, and we were there in 2006. 

But at this point in time, I would like to 
interject. This part of the program is one where -- 
part of my plank when I became the commanding 
officer as to what I wanted to accomplish during the 
year, part of that was to show appreciation to those 


who support us, those that come out when we go out 
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and make us look good and also to provide us with 
the service that we do. Those members of the 
Centennial Legion that were with us today, we owe a 
lot of -- round of applause to each and every one of 
those members who paraded in the rain for this day. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Those of you 
who that -- the Centennial Legion, the Centennial 
Legion is an historic military command. You wear it 
on your parade uniform. It is a blue bar with four 
stars on it. 

The Centennial Legion was created on the 
centennial of United States in 1876 in Philadelphia. 
Its purpose was to carry on the original onus of 
military command for the original 13 colonies who, 
on July 4, 1876, at the Centennial at Philadelphia 
organized the Centennial Legion to perpetuate the 
military organizations to serve and protect our 
country in the early days of its history via two 
daring subdivisions of the Revolutionary War, and to 
unite together such military command as shall exist 
for this or their successors in one body, a place to 
keep alive their ancient traditions, to preserve the 


records of their military achievements, to foster 
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patriotism and encourage national defense and to aid 
in upholding the national institutions of the United 
States in their integrity, to keep alive the spirit 
of fraternity and benevolence among the Armed Forces 
of the United States, to incubate respect for the 
flag and the Constitution and obedience to 
constituted authority, to recognize and honor all 
citizens who have served or are serving in any 
branch of the armed military services or Reserves of 
the several United States or of the United States; 
to uphold allegiance of the United States of America 
and to defend the same against all enemies, foreign 
or domestic. 

We have with us this weekend at our 369th 
Fall Field Day Banquet -- I am going to show a -- 
our Company is going to show a small gift of 
gratitude for their continuing service to us. 

Those members of the Centennial Legion who 
have joined us this weekend, they will ask their 
commanding officer to come to the head table when I 
call them. I see some of them are already being 
deployed here in the corner. 

From the state of South Carolina, the 


Palmetto State, founded in 1807, the Washington 
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Light Infantry Brigadier Henry J. Siegling. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Also from the 
State of South Carolina, founded in 1819, the Sumter 
Guards, Major Michael Lussier. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: From the State of 
New York, founded in 1836, the Old Guard of the City 
of New York, Lieutenant Colonel Sam Alston. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Also from New 
York, Veteran Corps of Artillery, founded in 1790, 
Warrant Officer James Widdington. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: From the nearby 
state, our neighbor to the east and south, founded 
in 1771, the First Company, Governor's Foot Guard, 
Major William Oefinger. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Also from the 
State of Connecticut, founded in 1775, the Second 
Company Governor's Foot Guard, Major Peter Laffin. 

(Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Founded in 1778, 
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First Company Governor's Horse Guard, Corporal 
Leonard Tolisano. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Our neighbor 
directly to the south, the last state to ratify the 
U.S. Constitution, founded in 1774, the Kentish 
Guards, Colonel Patrick Lavelle. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: From our home 
state of Massachusetts, from one of the original 
districts to the north, the First Corps of Cadets, 
founded 1726, Colonel William Wood. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Also to the north, 
founded in 1636, the 101st Engineer Battalion, Major 
Mark Ballino. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Second Corps of 
Cadets, founded in 1775, Lieutenant Colonel 
Thomas P. Moran. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: 1836, the National 
Lancers, Brigadier General Mario DiCarlo. 


(Applause) 
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CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Mario was there 
today standing tall in the saddle along with the 
other lancers there. 

Founded in 1774 from our western town, the 
Acton Minutemen, Alan St. Lawrence. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Right behind me in 
those units that come every June Day to support us, 
we have one more. Another Artillery Company from 


the State of Rhode Island, Artillery Company of 


Newport. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: He wanted to know 
if he got a hug. But the gentlemen here are those 


that make us look the way we do, that continuously 
Support us each and every year, rain or sunshine, 
heat or whatever we do, they are here to help us 
out, so please give them a round of ovation. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY; Please be seated. 
Thank you. While they are bringing up the main 
course, this past February over 40 Ancients went 
down to Charleston, South Carolina, to participate 


in the bicentennial celebration anniversary of the 
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Washington Light Infantry, who are here this evening 
with us as well. Washington Light Infantry was 
founded after the attack of His Majesty's Ship 
Leopard against the U.S.S. Chesapeake, and it was a 
rallying cry to the Southern protection against the 
British, the precursor of the War of 1812. 

Brigadier General Siegling is here this 
evening with a presentation that he would like to 
make to the company. 

BRIGADIER GENERAL SIEGLING: 

Mr. Toastmaster, Captain Commanding 
Bradley, Captain Commanding May, Captain Kelley, 
Captain Hudner, Chairman of the Flag, head table, 
distinguished guests, the head table, ladies and 
gentlemen, Ancient and Honorable gentlemen, all. 

Thank you for allowing me to be here 
tonight. Fortunately, I did not bring my 
interpreter. As you can tell, I am not from here, 
but we are glad to be here. We have just celebrated 
our bicentennial, a wonderful 200th celebration it 
was because of your Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company gracing our presence in Charleston. We 
haven't had that many Yankees in Charleston ina 


long time. 
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The Ancient and Honorables graced us with 
letting us borrow back General Beauregard's saddle. 
I have got to thank you for that. We returned it 
back today. That was pretty hard. We used to give 


everything to the North anyhow, so it was pretty 


easy. But we have a payout, a proclamation for you 
which I would like to read. We will have it framed 
and send it back. I promise. 


"To all these presents may come greetings. 
Be it known that in recognition of the attainment of 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts on their 369th anniversary and the 
long-standing friendship of these two historic 
military commands, the following resolution is 
hereby presented: 

"Whereas, the Washington Infantry of South 
Carolina and Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts have shared an experience of 
similar history in time of war and peace; and 

"Whereas, in 1638 the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts was chartered as 
the first company chartered in the Western 
Hemisphere to protect the settlements; and 


"Whereas, many of the settlers of Boston 
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have been members of England, of the Honorable 
Artillery Company of London, recognized and 
chartered in 1537; and 

"Whereas, it is natural that the military 
training received there should lead them to form a 
similar organization in a new country; and 

“Whereas, Governor Winthrop granted their 
charter in March of 1638; and 

"Whereas, in 1746 the headquarters of the 
Ancient and Honorable Company of Massachusetts has 
been located in Faneuil Hall, an historic citadel 
known to Americans; and 

"Whereas, the men of the Company have 
served in every battlefield from Bunker Hill to 
Yorktown, the War of 1812, the War Between the 
States" -- catch that. War Between the States, 
Korea, Vietnam and Desert Storm; and 

“Whereas, in 1876 at the nation's 
centennial celebration held in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, the Washington Light Infantry and the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company were 
selected to become charter members of the Centennial 
Legion of Historical Military Commands and have 


continuously represented their respective sovereign

states; and 

"Whereas, during the years following the 
War Between the States, the Washington Light 
Infantry and our Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts participated in many of the 
same patriotic events hosted in the various states; 
and 

"Whereas, in 1926 the Washington Light 
Infantry and Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts attended the 50th anniversary 
Centennial Legion of Historic Military Commands in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and Valley Forge, both 
commands were awarded full-sized replicas of George 
Washington's historic headquarters flag; and 

“Whereas, Washington Light Infantry has 
traveled to Boston, Massachusetts, many times 
Participated in the June Day celebration; 

“Therefore, be it resolved that the 
officers and the men of the Washington Light 
Infantry Battalion hereby extend our heartfelt 
congratulation to the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts on the occasion 
of their 369 years of honorable and distinguished 


service to the United States of America, the great 
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Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the Ancient City 
of Boston. 

"Given in the City of Charleston, South 
Carolina, this 31st day of May in the year of our 
Lord 2007." 

(Applause) 

BRIGADIER GENERAL SIEGLING: In addition, I 
would like to present a copy of our history book to 
Captain May for the outstanding service you have 
rendered in your unit and the friendship and bond 
between the Washington Light Infantry and your unit. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Thank you, sir. 

(Applause) 

BRIGADIER GENERAL SIEGLING: (Inaudible) 
kind enough to loan us Beauregard's saddle, it's 
indeed a pleasure of the Washington Light Infantry 
to loan to you the last flag of the Confederacy 
which flew over the Confederate Ship Shenandoah. 
The ship was built in Scotland in 1863 and in 
October of 1864 was named the Shenandoah. It killed 
the Yankee whaling trade up north, never suffered a 
loss. 

We would like to present this flag to you 


to loan. Rather than surrender, the Shenandoah crew 
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sailed back to England, to Liverpool, to the 
builders, and the flag was removed at that time. On 
board was Lieutenant Grimball. And the Grimballs 
are members of the Washington Light Infantry, at 
this time their ancestors, and they brought the flag 
and donated it to the Washington Light Infantry. 
Behind me is that flag. 

(Applause) 

BRIGADIER GENERAL SIEGLING: Thank you. 

Ladies and gentlemen, 1807 was a historic 
year in this country. In July, the Washington Light 
Infantry was founded. I would like to propose a 
toast. If you please, cover your glasses and stand. 
Gentlemen, I propose a toast to one who is all of 
America's greatest sons, Robert Edward Lee of Old 
Virginia. 

ALL: Hear, Hear 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Gentlemen, ladies 
and gentlemen, please take your seats and enjoy your 
meal. 

(Dinner continues) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: When we were down 
in Charleston, we brought down a live oak tree and 


planted it in the square as a way to symbolize the 
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connection between the Companies. We dedicated the 
tree provided by Captain Paul Mahoney. We dedicated 
the tree. (Inaudible) made this tree grow so tall 

and provide shade and whatever. And the interesting 
thing was that after we got through the whole thing, 


Brigadier General Siegling turned toward me and 


said, "Don't worry about it. We will win the next 
one." I will tell you here this evening, go ahead 
and try. 

Enjoy your meal. Thank you. 


(Dinner continues) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: I ask your 
indulgence this evening as we adjust our program due 
to a late start. Please give your attention to the 
Adjutant. Please rise. The sixth regular toast. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER: Over the years we have 
visited the major cities of every continent. All 
are exciting and interesting to visit, but none can 
really compare to our hometown. Governor Winthrop 
wanted to found a shining city on a hill, and he, 
along with his noble band of settlers, succeeded in 
doing just that. 

Citizens of Boston have a tremendous impact 


on the rest of the world far out of proportion to

ALL: Hear, Hear. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: You may be seated. 
Ladies and gentlemen, responding to the toast to our 
City of Boston, the City of Boston Veterans Services 
Commissioner, Eugene Vaillancourt. 

HONORABLE EUGENE VAILLANCOURT: Thank you, 
Captain May. Good evening. Good evening, head 
table guests, members of the Company, gentlemen. 

Throughout the years it has been my 
pleasure and honor to work with the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. They perform numerous 
ceremonies throughout the city, most recently 
Memorial Day ceremonies out at Fenway. 

I am told that I am rushed in time, so I 
want to thank Captain May for a great year and 
(inaudible) to Brigadier General Siegling, to our 
beautiful luncheon ceremonies, and I wish Captain 
Bradley the best. 

A long time ago someone told me, "If you 
are ever asked to speak, you should stand up to be 


recognized and sit down to be appreciated," so thank 
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you very much. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Let's continue our 
meal. Thank you. 

(Dinner continues) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Ladies and 
gentlemen, please rise and give your attention to 
the Adjutant. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER: When the bugle calls and 
the colors are unfurled, brave American men and 
women answer their company's call to go in harm's 
way to defend the interests and freedoms of the 
United States. The so-called "glory of war" is an 
(inaudible) and after many years of tempered 
recollections. In the actuality of the present, it 
is just loneliness, fear, boredom and suffering. 
These men and women carry the burden for all of us. 
To the Armed Forces of the United States. 

ALL: Hear, Hear. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Please take your 
seats. 

Responding to the toast to the United 
States of America is our guest speaker this evening. 


I would like to give some background on our guest 
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speaker. 

Brigadier General Jonathan Woodson, in the 
United States Army Medical Corps in 1986. He has 
served with distinction in foreign deployment in 
Saudi Arabia, Kosovo, Kuwait and Germany. The 
Brigadier holds a bachelor of science from City 
College of New York, an M.D. degree from New York 
University and a master's degree from the United 
States War College. 

Brigadier Woodson's decorations include the 
Bronze Star, the Meritorious Service Medal, the Army 
Commendation Medal with two Oak Leaf clusters, 
expert medical badge, flight surgeon badge, 
(inaudible) badge. I am told General Woodson is a 
native son, having grown up in the town of Canton, 
not far from here. 

General Woodson is a vascular surgeon at 
our renowned Boston University Medical Center and 
associate professor of surgery at Boston University 
School of Medicine, an associate chief medical 
officer at Boston Medical Center. 

It is my distinct pleasure to introduce our 
guest speaker this evening to you, Brigadier General 


Woodson. 
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BRIGADIER GENERAL WOODSON: Good evening. 
It is indeed a pleasure to be here this evening with 
this fine group of folks. I have met old friends 
and made new friends, and believe me, anytime you 
want to invite me to a party, I am coming. 

(Applause) 

BRIGADIER GENERAL WOODSON: Captain 
Commanding May, incoming Captain Commanding Bradley, 
distinguished visitors, members of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, it is indeed a pleasure 
to be here tonight and bring you greetings on behalf 
of General Cody, Vice Chief of Staff of the Army, 
who regrets that he could not attend your 
celebration for the change of command. 

When I was asked to represent General Cody 
here tonight, who couldn't accept this assignment, 
it gave me an opportunity to explore more deeply the 
rich history that is the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. Your members 
and individuals as a unit have answered the call to 
defend America since its beginning, placing this 
organization in a very select elite and special 
category, in my mind and heart. Each of you 


represents the best tradition of our founding 
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fathers, such as Washington and Jefferson, who 
believed that the underpinnings of a strong 
democracy is found in selflessness, self-sacrificing 
citizens willing to periodically come to public 
service when called to do so by their country. You 
are truly Honorable. 

As a native of Massachusetts and a former 
Beacon Hill resident, I have had the opportunity to 
review the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
on parade and have seen your commitment to 
preserving important historical links. I have 
visited your museum on several occasions and 
performed a commissioning ceremony in your great 
hall, a most fitting environment for starting off 
new officers by connecting them to the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company past of dedication to 
military service. 

As a Reserve officer, I relate to your 
proud beginnings as a military company formed to 
train gentlemen officers with the militias of the 
Commonwealth. In essence, your predecessors were 
the first Reserve soldiers, and you can see that we 
remain vitally important to the defense of this 


nation today. 
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These times are challenging in our history 
and in the world's history. Samuel P. Huntington, 
former chairman and professor at Harvard School of 
International Studies, describes current struggles 
as a clash of civilizations and predicts a 
protracted period of strife as the tectonic plates 
of Western civilization shift violently against 
those radical fundamentalists of the Islamic world. 

Some would say that we are now engaged in 
the third hot world war as we see struggles erupt in 
the Middle East, Europe, Africa and here on our own 
shores as witnessed by 9/11/2001. More than that, 
we need leaders and citizen soldiers of substance to 
be willing to commit to the support of this great 
nation, the values we stand for, and yes, the 
support of our great military organizations as we 
send them in harm's way. 

It has been my privilege to serve 
outstanding soldiers, sailors, airmen, Coast 
Guardsmen and Marines that constitute our armed 
forces. My tours overseas and my travels throughout 
the country have made me realize that we do have a 
new, great generation who are willing to pay with 


their blood to defend our way of life. 
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America can be proud, very proud of its 
military, which has demonstrated a competence, 
discipline and excellence unmatched by any military 
in history. Our young soldiers have mastered the 
complicated tasks required in current operations of 
moving from humanitarian missions to full combat 
operations and back to humanitarian missions again 
in the span of hours. They play soccer with kids on 
the streets of Iraq during the day and engage in 
certain combat on those same streets at night. 

I have been very proud to serve the medical 
needs of our troops throughout my career. In 
serving them, I draw strength from their courage to 
face and defeat physical adversity when injured. 
Not uncommon after soldiers are injured, among the 
first words they speak to me when they are able is, 
"When can I go back?" an undeniable commitment to 
complete their mission and support their fellow 
soldiers. 

Every war has yielded some improvements in 
medical care, whether it's the development of 
ambulance corps systems or use of ether and 
chloroform as was done in the Civil War, blood 


transfusions, the use of penicillin or dialysis in 
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the Second World War, or burn care in Vietnam. 

Current operations continue to advance 
medical care delivered to our sick and injured 
troops. The care delivered to our soldiers is state 
of the art, but the nature of the conflict has 
required further advancement in the logistics and 
human dimensions of care. Medical operations are 
fully integrated with other operations in the combat 
zone since there is no troop front in Iraq. 

Our medical footprint has been swallowed in 
previous wars, and gone are the large evacuation 
hospitals with thousands of beds that previously 
were found in the war zone. Now we have rapidly 
deployable, highly mobile surgical teams and 
modular, fully equipped combat support hospitals 
capable of split-based operations. 

Combat medical skills for the infantry 
soldier have been advanced to an all-time high, and 
every combat medic is an emergency medical 
technician, certified as they would be here in the 
civilian world. 

New equipment has been fielded to ensure 
that soldiers have the maximum survivability, 


including the combat-enhanced tourniquet and 
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hemostatic bandages. 

Evacuation time from the point of entry to 
definitive medical care is short, averaging only 35 
minutes from the point of injury to definitive 
medical care, which is well within that golden hour 
of recognized trauma care as being necessary to 
maximize the salvage of life and limb. This is 
markedly reduced from previous conflicts where 
evacuation times were four to six hours to the first 
definitive care site. 

Soldiers who survive long enough to be 
treated in our combat support hospitals have a 
better than 94 percent chance of surviving long 
term. At the combat support hospital, all the 
latest technology, including CAT scanners, are 
employed by dedicated, highly qualified, proficient, 
talented medical personnel to save every life and 
limb that can possibly be saved. 

The small medical footprint that we have 
necessitates that once soldiers are resuscitated and 
life and salvage surgery is completed, wounded 
soldiers are strategically evacuated to our 
communication zone in Germany. This usually occurs 


within 36 hours of injury, a marked improvement over 
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the weeks and months it took to evacuate casualties 
im praor conflicte . 

We now have flying intensive care units 
able to evacuate and care for extremely sick and 
wounded soldiers at altitudes up to 37,000 feet, 
continuing their resuscitation en route with no 
added morbidity or mortality as we deliver them to 
state-of-the-art medical centers in Germany or here 
in the continental United States. This rapid 
transport not only ultimately improves the care of 
the soldiers, but more rapidly reunites families for 
mutual support, and this is the human dimension of 
care. Recent reports in the news have attested to 
how capable the system really is. To date we have 
evacuated over 33,000 patients from the areas of 
operation over tremendous distances with very, very 
limited morbidity and mortality. 

One of the things we have to deal with, 
though, is blast injuries, which have always been 
part of modern warfare. However, heretofore we have 
failed to recognize the extent to which traumatic 
brain injury results from the concussive effects of 
the overpressurized wave, air wave, that results 


from these blasts, particularly these very lethal 
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improvised explosive devices that are deployed so 
widely in Iraq today. The medical system is now 
focusing resources on identifying and mitigating 
traumatic brain injury and developing rehabilitation 
strategies to minimize the long-term sequelae of 
these problems. 

Finally, the plight of veterans with 
post-traumatic stress disorders, particularly from 
Vietnam, is well known. PTSD is probably the most 
common and predictable mental health problem 
resulting from soldiers that serve in the combat 
zone and witness war and terrorism, and probably 
affects up to 10 to 15 percent of the soldiers 
involved in combat. Symptoms may manifest 
themselves in weeks or years after returning, making 
this a significant issue to track, particularly in 
the Reserve component soldiers who leave active 
military service and return to their communities, 
which are less aware of what these soldiers need and 
what their problems are. 

The Army is committed to ensuring all 
returning veterans receive the behavioral health 
care that they need. This includes better mental 


health preparation prior to going to the battlefield 
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and post-deployment screening and immediate 
counseling when care is necessary. Assistance to 
families is also available since these conditions 
can cause stress on marriages, families and other 
relations. 

You know, George Washington is once 
reported to have said, and I paraphrase, "The extent 
to which future generations will serve will be 
directly proportional to how they view veterans of 
previous wars have been treated." In this room I 
know we stand together in support of values such as 
loyalty, duty, respect, honor, selfless service, 
integrity, personal courage and patriotism. We know 
the importance of producing leaders to serve and 
most importantly producing leaders who care about 
the common soldier and, by extension, the veteran. 

Facta, non verba. In deeds, not words. 
Your long-standing and long-distinguished history 
attests to your commitment to the high ideals of 
military leadership, and I salute you on this 
important occasion. Thank you very much. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Please take your 


seats. 
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General, thank you for those kind words and 
the insight. When you think of the morbidity of war 
nowadays and the vast improvements, not necessarily 
based on technology but also based upon the skill 
and training of the surgeons, to that I give my 
heartfelt thanks to General Woodson. 

I would also like to thank General Woodson 
on behalf of the Company in our traditional way. We 
as a Company employed a silversmith by the name of 
Paul Revere. His ride on that eventful night in 
1775 with William Dawes. But we have historically 
given the highest honor to our guest speakers and 
those in the Company, a Paul Revere bowl. 

At this point, I present it to General 
Woodson in appreciation for your service, from the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, Brigadier 
General Woodson, 4 June 2007. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: At this point in 
time, please give your attention to the Adjutant to 
move through the remaining part of the program. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER. Before I ask you to 
rise, I would like you to know that once again this 


year for this special occasion the toasts were 
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written, proposed by my good friend, my alter ego, 
Brigadier General Emery Maddocks. Thank you, Emery. 

(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Please rise. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER: The Honourable Artillery 
Company symbolizes everything there is to be 
embraced, free men and women united to defend the 
freedoms of their country, custodians of history and 
traditions of an ancient civilization and members 
celebrating the joy of unselfish service to 
themselves, their fellow Britons and the realm. I 
give you the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 

ALL: Hear, Hear. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Please take your 
seats. Responding to the toast of the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, Lieutenant Jeremy 
Cowdry. 

(Applause) 

LIEUTENANT COWDRY: Captain, members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Boston, 
Massachusetts, and fellow guests, greetings from the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London. 

In 2002, I was privileged to find myself 


sitting here with four of your bravest of the brave. 


ed 
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Captain George Levick Street, Captain Hudner I am 
delighted to see here today, and Sergeant Charles 
MacGillivary. I was seated next to MacGillivary. 
MacGillivary was born in Canada. He represented 
what is great between the citizens of the United 
States and the British Empire. He was one of two 
holders of the Congressional Medal of Honor for 


Canadians, and he had seen fear, and he had seen my 


face that night, and he said, "Young man" -- it was 
five years ago -- "stand up, say you love them and 
mention the special relationship and sit down." He, 


the gentleman before me, took half my speech. 
On this occasion, I think I should mention 


what we of the Honourable Artillery Company can 


report, that in the Balkans, in Iraq since 2003, and 


in Afghanistan, more than 125 people of the 
regiment -- and that is a considerable amount. 


There are about 300 on the active list and probably 


nearer 250 -- have served with your forces, and they 


have a high opinion of them, and I understand you 


have a high opinion of these people. And as a 


Reserve unit, it is particularly difficult for them. 


They have jobs in the city, and they have to give up 


their time and go out and fight. And they face the 
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same risks as regular soldiers. And as the General 
before said, they probably do not receive, 
certainly, the backup which the regulars received 
when they returned. 

They are doing a marvelous job, and I am 
delighted to tell you that they will be continuing 
to do so. 

(Applause) 

LIEUTENANT COWDRY: Twenty-three people 
from the regiment are in Iraq and Afghanistan, and a 
further eight are going out next week. I am sure 
you will join with me in wishing them all the best. 

ALL: Hear, Hear. 

LIEUTENANT COWDRY: They have one other 
thing I should mention on this occasion. 
Unfortunately in January this year, our two 
companies suffered a very great loss with the death 
of Edward Keelan. He was a great friend to all of 
us, to me personally, and I hope and pray that this 
Company, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Boston, Massachusetts, will produce further 
people like Edward Keelan to ensure that the future 
friendships which we have generated over the years 


will continue. Good night, gentlemen. 
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(Applause) 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: Ladies and 
gentlemen, please rise and give your attention to 
the Adjutant, to the eighth regular toast. 

ADJUTANT RICHTER: Patriotism, service, 
pride and fraternity, these are the watchwords for 
our Grand Old Company. Every day we witness 
examples of our members living our motto, "facta, 
non verba," deeds not words. As they conduct their 
daily lives, whether deployed in the military units, 
engaged in the turmoil of politics, fighting the 
wars of commerce or practicing their professions, 
our members serve their families, their communities 
and each other. Thus it has ever been. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I give you the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. 

ALL: Hear, Hear. 

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAY: The evening is 
warm, the day has been trying. I think we have 
probably dried out by now. I will not prolong the 
evening's events longer than necessary. I will 
reserve comment on my year of command until my 


annual record, which I hope to have out shortly. 
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But as the Captain Commanding of 2006-2007, I just 
want to give an indication as to the strength and 
breadth and, I think, of the vitality of this 
Company. 

One week in September we had multiple tasks 
that we had. On Monday we turned out as honor 
guards to the funeral of Governor Ed King; on 
Tuesday we attended the State House for Governor 
Romney and provided escort duty and honor guard duty 
to the president of Tanzania; Tuesday night we 
attended a reception for the Medal of Honor 
recipients at the Colonnade Hotel; on Wednesday we 
attended the State House where Medal of Honor 
recipients were welcomed by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts; Thursday 80 of us departed for Buenos 
Aires; Saturday 100 attended the Medal of Honor 
convention.

One of the few duties, and a pleasurable 
one it is for me, is to present to the outgoing 
Junior Past Commander the seal of the membership in 
the Society of Past Commanders, and it is my 
privilege now to present the solid gold gorget to

Would you stand up with me, Daniel, and 


take off your glasses, see if this fits over your 


big head. I fantasized about this earlier, and I- 
said, "My chain fits over my head. I don't have to 
take the goddamn thing off. I hope it fits over

EDWARD J. KEELAN WAS BORN 28 APRIL 1922 IN DEDHAM, MASSACHUSETTS 
WHERE HE RESIDED HIS ENTIRE LIFE. HE WAS ELECTED PRESIDENT OF HIS 
CLASS ALL FOUR YEARS AT DEDHAM HIGH SCHOOL WHERE HE WAS AN OUTSTANDING 
TRACK STAR. A GRADUATE OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NOTRE DAME IN 1943, ED 
ATTENDED THE UNITED STATES NAVY MIDSHIPMAN'S SCHOOL AT COLUMBIA UNIVER- 
SITY PRIOR TO SERVING IN THE NAVY DURING WORLD WAR II. HE WAS SEPARATED 
FROM THE NAVY AS A LIEUTENANT SENIOR GRADE. 

IN THE CHAPEL OF NOTRE DAME IN 1955, ED MARRIED MARION G. IRVING 
WHOSE UNTIMELY DEATH IN 1970 LEFT HIM TO DEVOTEDLY CARE FOR AND RAISE 
THEIR DAUGHTERS, KAREN AND KATHRYN. 

AFTER THE WAR, HE RETURNED TO DEDHAM AND WAS ELECTED TO THE BOARD 
OF SELECMEN SERVING FOUR TERMS. MEMBERS OF THE BOARD ELECTED HIM 
CHAIRMAN TWICE. 

HIS CAREER IN GREYHOUND RACING BEGAN AT RAYNHAM GREYHOUND TRACK 
AND, AFTER SELLING HIS INTEREST, HE MOVED ON TO SEABROOK GREYHOUND PARK 
IN NEW HAMPSHIRE; PLAINFIELD GREYHOUND PARK IN CONNECTICUT; ROCKINGHAM 
PARK IN NEW HAMPSHIRE IN ADDITION TO SEVERAL OTHER TRACKS. HE HELD A 
PLACE IN THE NATIONAL GREYHOUND HALL OF FAME AND WAS PRESIDENT OF THE 
AMERICAN AND WORLD TRACK OWNERS ASSOCIATION. 

SINCE JOINING THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY, ED WAS 
AN ACTIVE MEMBER ATTENDING MOST FALL TOURS OF DUTY AND SERVING ON NUMER- 
OUS COMMITTEES. HE WAS WING ADJUTANT IN 1958-59, ELECTED SECOND LIEU- 
TENANT IN 1967-68 AND SERVED AS CAPTAIN COMMANDING IN 1971-72, PAST 
PRESIDENT OF THE TEN OF US CLUB AND MAN OF THE YEAR IN 1980. THE HIGH- 


’ LIGHT OF HIS YEAR OF COMMAND WAS HAVING THE QEII BROUGHT DIRECTLY INTO 


BOSTON, SAILING TO SOUTHHAMPTON, ENGLAND AND TAKING 300 MEMBERS TO 
BUCKINGHAM PALACE TO BE PRESENTED TO HER MAJESTY QUEEN ELIZABETH WHO 
SPENT OVER AN HOUR WITH THE GROUP IN THE PICTURE GALLERY AS WELL AS 
MEETING THE PRIME MINISTER, EDWARD HEATH. THE TRIP WAS A MEMORABLE 
EVENT FOR ALL WHO ATTENDED. 

ED CONTINUED MAKING MAJOR CONTRIBUTIONS, SERVING ON THE STANDING 
COMMITTEE, SEEKING TO MAKE IMPROVEMENTS AND EAGERLY PARTICIPATING. 
AT HIS PASSING, HE WAS SENIOR PAST COMMANDER. HE LOVED THE ANCIENTS 
AND WAS PROUD OF HIS MEMBERSHIP. 

HIS OUTGOING PERSONALITY, PERENNIAL SMILE, REGAL STATURE AND

Joseph S. Loughman was born January 11, 1928 in Boston, Massachusetts. He graduated 
from both the Mission Church Grammar School and the Mission Church High School in 
Boston. He also attended Northeastern University and Portia Law School. 


He served for two terms in the Massachusetts House of representatives between 1965 and 
1968, distinguishing himself as the President of his Freshman Class of State Representa- 
tives. He was involved in Boston and state-wide politics for many years and was noted 
for his knowledge of the history of Boston politics. After spending years as an automo- 
bile salesman, he ended his working career, being appointed as a Court Officer at the 
Brookline Court. 


He was an avid Red Sox baseball fan, was active in the movement of rescuing stray dogs, 
and was a great story teller of politics through the years, beginning with James Michael 
Curley. 


Joe married Janet Morgan on June 20, 1964. He was the father of a son, Joseph, and a 
daughter, Patricia, and a proud grandfather of his granddaughter Emily. For many years 
he cared for his sister Marguerite, who lived with the Loughmans for most of her life. 


General Loughman’s service as an Ancient was unusual, in that he served as Captain 
Commanding twice. In May of 1984 at the time of the death of Captain Commanding 
Fred York ILI, he took over as the 275th Captain Commanding for the remainder of the 
Captain’s year. He served as Second Lieutenant in 1981-82 and served as First Lieuten- 
ant in 1983-84. He was elected to his own full term of captain for the years 1985-1986. 
In his Fall Field Day Tour of Duty, he took the Company to Hamburg, Germany and 
Copenhagen, Denmark. 


Beyond his Captaincy. General Loughman remained active in the Ancients in many ways, 
including serving on the Finance Committee of the Company for ten years. He is a Past 
Captain who will be long remembered by the Ancients who served with him and the en- 
tire Company because of his long service in many capacities and his active involvement 
in the affairs of the Company.
